NEW YORK— With the outcome of 
every question from platform to presiden­ 
cy determined in advance, how are Ulster 
County’s delegates manageing to fill up 
their days at the Democratic National 
Convention? 
Easily. 
" It ’s rushing from causcus to caucus, 
meeting to meeting — it’s been that way 
all along," said Assemblyman Maurice 
Hinchey, D-101st, one of the county’s two 
delgegates. 
“ I have no time — I don’t eat and I 
sleep for only four or five hours. I’m going 
on nervous energy. By the time I finish 
my convention diary and all the reading, 
it’s 3 in the morning,” said Mary Ann 
Fallek, New Paltz. 
“ I don’t see how anyone’s got the time 
to go shopping and see the shows. I’m 
busy every minute from 9 a.m. on,” she 
said. Today is "the first time since Sun­ 
day I’ve had time to myself," sh added. 
Much of the delegates' time is spent on 
the the floor of Madison Square Garden 


in a space not much larger than the 
Rangers' hockey rink. From the New York 
corner of the hall, the speaker on the 
podium is a hazy figure obscured by the 
tumult of politicians and press clogging 
the narrow aisles. 
“ My experience in the assembly has 
been perfect training for this conven­ 
tion," Hinchey said. " You could prac­ 
tically transpose one experience with the

other, although there’s more action in the 
legislature — it's duller here. If I had 
come here cold, it would have been a 
different experience." 


Mary Ann Fallek, a novice at this type 
of politics, picked up how the floor 
worked well enough to serve as a state 
whip drumming up support for the ill- 
fated Bleicher amendment. The amend­

Carterites and lost by a 2 to 1 margin last 
night. 
"That's politics," she said.

The convention caucuses in session 
often run right through mealtime. Yester­ 
day, Ms. Fallek didn’t eat anything until

Hinchey finds his legislative experience 
valuable here, too. “ I’m not used to eating 
regularly from the legislature — I grabbed 
a hot dog on the stand." He evaluated the 
85' Garden frank as "two long and not 
warm enough — like any hot dog." 
The state caucuses every day, and 
waiting for the meeting to begin can often 
take longer than the proceedings them­ 
selves. “ It got underway an hour and half 
after it was supposed 
to yesterday. 
They’re really not very interesting or

slashed tires and obscene graffiti are par 
for the course when vandals go into 
action. 


But a church chalice full of urine? A 
plastic bag of human excrement thrown 
on the porch of senior citizens? Rocks 
thrown through police car windows? 
It would seem that maliciousness has 
blossomed here in Ulster County in the 
summer heat and climate of unemploy­ 
ment. 
"When boredom sets in, groups taunt 
each other until they come up with 
something to pacify themselves,” State 
Trooper Gary R. Van Allen of Hurley 
Barracks suggests. Van Allen has had 
quite a few criminal mischief arrests in 


the Glenerie area recently where license 
plates were ripped off cars, motor vehicles 
were scraped with can openers and houses 
were broken in to for fun instead of profit. 
Street lights, telephone booths also fell 
victims to the marauders. 
Roaming the countryside in aimless, 
destructive groups, away from parental 
eyes, the vandals, mostly between the age 
of 14 and 21, are often primed for pillage 
by a pint of beer or two. 
"Drinking is definitely part of the prob­ 
lem," according to State Police Lt. 
Stanley M. Kowalik who cites instances 
of mailbox-smashing with baseball bats 
and a spree of rock-throwing incidents in 
Highland which resulted in seven youths 
being arrested for postgraduation van­ 
dalism. Kowalik feels it is up to parents 
to see that their children are not involved 
and suggests that summer employment 


would help. 
Vandalism complaints have more than 
doubled in Town of Ulster where Police 
Chief Meyer Levy said the post office in 
Lake Katrine has suffered damage, beer 
and soda cans have been thrown in 
mailboxes 
and 
vehicles 
have

sprayed with paint. 
The spray can is the tool of the sub­ 
culture, according to Thomas Johnson, 
director of the Juvenile Aid Bureau of 
Ulster County Sheriffs Department.

KINGSTON - The U.S. Small Busi- 
ness Administration has purchased Wild­ 
wycke Village, once billed as the “ million 
dollar barn" for $350,000. A forced fore­ 
closure sale failed to attract any bidders 
for the West Park property. 


The foreclosure action was brought by 
First National Bank of Highland which 
held a $400,000 mortgage guaranteed by 
the Small Business Administration. 


Home Insurance Co. of New York City

KINGSTON — Just in case subzero 
temperatures get him down in the 
winter, Frank Pryce need only look up 
from his cobbler’s bench to see how 
pleasant the weather must be in the 
other Kingston. 
“ It was purely a coincidence. You 
can find two friends with the same 
name, two places with the same 
name,” says Pryce, who seven years 
ago boarded a plane at Kingston Air­ 
port in his native Jamaica and, some 
months and 1,500 miles later, settled 
in Kingston, N.Y. 
For the past two years, he has oper­ 
ated the Goodyear Shoe Repair Shop 
at Broadway, plying the trade he 
learned as a school boy and cobbler’s 
apprentice in Jamaica. 
Shoemaking, one of the dying crafts, 
is kept alive in Pryce’s tiny shop, a 
dark and time-worn cubicle that bare­ 
ly occupies 10 feet of frontage but 
encompasses a veritable museum of 
shoemaking equipment. 
"Not many people buy handmade 
Bhoes any more, but the handmade 
ones are much better. They fit the 
foot,” says Pryce, stitching leather on 
a machine so antiquated, its maker is 
abbreviated on the nameplate as a 
"manfg” company.

handmade footwear if they realized 
the prices range only from $45 to $85, 
Pryce thinks A fitting takes only five 
minutes, and a pair of shoes can be 
patterned, cut and finished in two 
days, he says. 
As warm and friendly as the Jam ai­ 
can travel poster over his bench, Pryce 
talks casually about the advantages of 
being one’s own boss. 
“ It’s the best thing in life,” he says 
in the British-African accent of Jam ai­ 
ca. “ One day you don’t feel like work­ 
ing, you just don’t go.” 
Asked when he last stayed in bed 
instead of opening the shop, Pryce 
admits he never has done that. 
He still does many things the old

Walter F. Mon­ 
dale of Minnesota and Edmund S. 
Muakie of Maine were 
the

finalists. 
Press Secretary Jody Powell sought 
to knock down the reports — one of 
which came from House Democratic 
Leader Thomas P. “ Tip" O’Neill — at 
a crowded briefing at the Carter press 
headquarters in the Americana Hotel. 
"He has informed no one even of his 
inclinations in this matter,” Powell 
said. "He has purposely kept an open 
mind on the matter. He has excluded 
no one. And he has made no decision. 


Nor has he come to the point of saying 
there are two or three who are far and 
above beyond the others,” 
Powell added: "There's no reason 
one’s thought processes have to oper­ 
ate like a beauty pageant where you 
come down to five and have three 
runnersup. It’s just as logical to look 
at six people and select one out of the 
six without having to rank-order the 
other five.” 
The other four were Sens. John 
Glenn of Ohio, Henry Jackson of 
Washington, Frank Church of Idaho 
and Adlai Stevenson III of Illinois. 
With some controversy building over 
Carter’s opposition to a constitutional 
amendment banning abortion, Mon­ 
dale told reporters merely that abor­ 
tion "troubles me.” Muskie, the only 
Catholic among the finalists, said he 
had not discussed his religion with 
Carter, a Southern Baptist layman. 
Stevenson’s patron, Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, said he would make 
"a formidable” candidate. Carter said 
through Powell that Glenn had given 
"a very good” keynote address. 


Powell said the two nominees and 
their staffs will meet Friday before 
Carter flies home in triumph to Plains, 
Ga. It is believed the two members of 
the ticket will meet in Plains early 
next week.

NEW YO RK (UPI) — Tonight the Democrat« nominate 
Jimmy Carter to lead them to the promised land of the 
presidency after eight years of political exile. 
By the time delegates to the 37th Democratic National 
Convention in Madison Square Garden certify Carter as their 
presidential nominee on the first ballot ending about 11:30 p.m. 
EDT, his aides say, the 51-year-old former Georgia governor 
finally will have chosen a running mate. 
Although Carter’s people vehemently insisted he had not 
made the decision Tuesday, or even narrowed his list of six 
candidates, a growing number of delegates, political pundits 
and party professionals speculated — prospective House 
Speaker Thomas O’Neill called it his “ gut instinct" — that 
Carter would tap Sen. Edmund Muskie, 62, of Maine. 
One longtime Carter associate said he, too, would agree it 
looked like Muskie. 
A 17-year veteran of the Senate and the lone Roman Catholic 
on the list, Muskie was Hubert Humphrey’s running mate in 
1968 when Richard M. Nixon narrowly beat the Democrats for 
his first White House term. 
The remaining candidates were Sens. Muskie, Walter Mon­ 
dale of Minnesota, Henry Jackson of Washington, Adlai 
Stevenson III of Illinois, John Glenn of Ohio and Frank Church 
of Idaho. 
The third session to nominate Carter for the presidency starts 
at 8 p.m. EDT today. 
The Democrats gave a warm reception to George McGovern, 
who led them down to disaster in 1972. They were less 
charitable to Muskie, 
But it was Minnesota's 65-year-old Humphrey, the "Happy 
Warrior" of 1968 and 1972 and the longtime darling of 
Democratic liberals, who brought the delegates to their feet 
with a mighty roar Tuesday night. 
It was the biggest, noisiest floor demonstration of the two- 
day-old convention. 
He ripped into the GOP with a lusty vengeance. While 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis smilingly looked down from a VIP 
box, Humphrey hurled 3,000 cheering, fist-shaking delegates 
the raw meat of partisan oratory in his familiar old high- 
pitched, staccato voice 
"In 1776 the American people proclaimed their independence 
and threw out the British Tories. In 1976 the American people 
will once again affirm our independence and vote out the 
Republican Tories!” 
Hours earlier, however, in one of his few public appearances 
outside his Hotel Americana headquarters since the convention 
began, Carter warned fellow Democrats it would be a “ serious 
mistake to underestimate the challenge of our opposition ... a 
serious mistake to be overconfident,” 
The governor was described as spending much of his private 
time writing the acceptance speech and pondering his list of 
prospective vice presidential running mates. 
His aides said he would make a decision late today and notify 
each of the six finalists by telephone.

WASHINGTON (KFS) - It mu st hav e 
been o ne hellu v a ev ening at the Du q u esne 
Clu b. It hap p ened in fall o f 196 1. It’s the 
so rt o f thing, tho u gh, that y o u can im ­ 
agine was remembered and whisp ered 
abo u t in the p u blic ro o ms o f that recrea­ 
tio nal redo u bt fo r Pittsbu rgh millio naires 
fo r y ears afterward. 
Jo sep h E. Bo u nds, the then-ex ecu tiv e 
v ice p resident o f the Gu lf Oil Co rp o ­ 
ratio n. "decked” W.K. Whitefo rd, chief 
ex ecu tiv e o fficer and chairman o f the 
bo ard. “ Decked” is the wo rd that ap p ears 
in the Gu lf Co rp o ratio n’s rep o rt to the 
Secu rities and Ex change Co mmissio n 
abo u t illegal o r q u estio nable p ay ments to 
p o liticians here and abro ad. Befo re the 
decking, the rep o rt say s "so me sp irits 
were co nsu med," which do es lead y o u to 
wo nder if they weren’t hav ing a high 
Wasp v ersio n o f what's called a dru nken 
brawl at O’Ro u rke's. 
Whitefo rd is dead, so the rep o rt mu st 
rely o n Bo u nds’ v ersio n o f this u nlo o ked 
fo r way o f settling disagreements in the 
ex ecu tiv e su ite. It seems that they were 
argu ing abo u t the elabo rately illegal sy s­ 
tem o f p o litical p ay ments that Whitefo rd 
had set u p . The Gu lf rep o rt is written in 
su ch lawy erly langu age that it’s difficu lt 
to get a clear p ictu re o f what led to taking 
su ch chances. 
The rep o rt su ggests the p ay ments were 
made “to help Gu lf m aintain a p o litical 
atmo sp here co ndu civ e to its fo reign ex ­ 
p ansio n 
p lans.” Other sentences are 
dro p p ed in here and there that make it 
seem the co rp o ratio n had a management 
that was terribly wo rried abo u t what the 
go v ernment might do to it. No ne o f it 
really ex p lains why the bu siness o f illegal 
p ay ments went o n fo r so many y ears that 
it became institu tio nalized within the 
co rp o ratio n and finally led to the resigna­ 
tio n o f Bo b Do rsey as bo ard chairman this 
y ear. 
The tensio ns and ap p rehensio ns mu st 
hav e been terrific. Vide bo x ing matches 
at the Du q u esne Clu b. In fact the p at­ 
terns o f the illegal camp aign co ntribu ­ 
tio ns seem mo re calcu lated to giv e these 
ex ecu tiv es the feeling they had influ ence 
than to get any thing o f p o litical su b­ 
stance do ne. 
It’s alleged, fo r instance, bu t denied by 
the accu sed, that they had Rep u blican 
Mino rity Leader Hu gh Sco tt o n the p ad 
fo r y ears. The co rp o ratio n’s side o f the 
Sco tt sto ry , as sp elled o u t in the rep o rt, 
is fu nny in a p athetic so rt o f way . Yo u get 
thep ictu re o f an inep t, p o litically u seless, 
no t v ery bright senato r, cadging small 
su ms o ff the p etro leu m giant. A mendi­ 
cant gasbag, why wo u ld any bo dy want to 
bu y a Hu gh Sco tt? 
Bu t why did Gu lf giv e any o f its mo ney 
away , as it said it did? There was no o rder 
to it, seldo m was there a q u id p ro q u o , 
and ap p arently the u ltim ate benefi­ 
ciaries, the big name p o ls, o ften did no t 
hav e any idea o f who the cru de-o il to o th 
fairy was. It’s no t clear the co rp o ratio n 
knew who it was thro wing mo ney at with 


any certainty either. 
No ne o f this fits the carto o nists’ dep ic­ 
tio n o f big bu siness co rru p tio n. These 
aren’t greedy bribes being ex changed fo r 
sp ecial fav o rs. This lo o ks mo re like mo ney 
do nated to p lacate cap ricio u s and danger­ 
o u s div inities. 
A lo t o f wo rk has to be do ne o n illegal 
p o litical 
camp aign co ntribu tio ns. 
We 
need to kno w what indu stry gro u p s did 
the mo st o f it and which did the least. Oil 
and fo o d seem to hav e been p articu larly 
activ e. Is that becau se the ex ecu tiv es in 
these indu stries are o u tstandingly lawless 
o r becau se o f the p ecu liar relatio nship 
they hav e with go v ernment? 
No indu stry is mo re heav ily regu lated 
than o il. Is this what hap p ens when a 
large and rich indu stry that is ru n fo r 
p ro fit bu mp s u p against a large and rich 
go v ernment which isn’t ru n fo r p ro fit? 
The mo ney may be a feeble and ineffec­ 
tiv e attem p t to mo du late the differences 
between two co lliding o rganizatio nal v al­ 
u e sy stems. 
To what ex tent do we fo rce co mp anies 
to do things we later tell them are 
u nethical if no t abso lu tely illegal? We 
hav e the Lo ckheed ex amp le. By all rights,

th at’s a co mp any that deserv ed to p erish. 
The go v ernment interv ened to keep it 
go ing, bu t it was still manu factu ring and 
selling what many co nsider an o v erp riced, 
inferio r p ro du ct. Ho w else are they su p ­ 
p o sed to sell their wares if they do n’t p ass 
bribes o r ho wev er y o u want to de­ 
no minate the Jap anese p ay ments?

NEW YORK — To the Demo cratic 
delegates who came here to acclaim Jim ­ 
my Carter, he remains an enigma. Mo at 
o f them will leav e the Demo cratic co nv en­ 
tio n still a bit chary abo u t their no minee. 
W hat makes Carter ru n9 They will go 
ho me wo ndering. 
The key to his behav io r, acco rding to 
so u rces clo se to Carter, can be fo u nd in 
the ex amp le o f his fo rmer co mmanding 
o fficer, Adm. Hy man Ricko v er. The salty , 
o ld cu rmu dgeo n battled the bu reau cracy , 
slashed red tap e, o v ercame o bstacles, 
refu sed to be deterred. 
And he abho rred any waste o f the 
tax p ay ers' mo ney . 
Tho se who kno w Carter say his v iew o f 
Washingto n was first shap ed in the reco n­ 
v erted ladies' washro o m where Ricko v er 
was banished to dev elo p the nu clear 
su bmarine the nav al bu reau cracy p o o h- 
p o o hed. The Demo cratic candidate, if he 
sho u ld beco me President, can be ex ­ 
p ected to p u rsu e his go als with the same 
single-mindedness.

So me o f o u r p residents hav e been religio u s. A few hav e been ho ly hy p o crites. Jo hn 
F. Kennedy sneaked into chu rch. Richard Nix o n and Gerald Fo rd hav e adv ised the 
netwo rks befo re they attend serv ices. 
I attended the Natio nal Christian Chu rch in Jo hnso n City , Tex as, with Mr. and 
Mrs. LBJ. I was imp ressed when the President was able to sing the hy mns witho u t 
u sing a hy mnal. 
Once, in 195 6 , I attended serv ices with President and Mrs. Eisenho wer. They were 
sho wn to p ews. The Secret Serv ice asked me to stand at the rear o f the chu rch. Ike 
sang lo u d, nev er o n key , and Mrs. Eisenho wer stared u p at him, bu t the President 
ro ared thro u gh the sacred so ngs like a drill sergeant. 
Abraham Linco ln had stro ng religio u s feelings - almo st su p erstitio u s - bu t seldo m 
attended chu rch. His big feet clo p p ed into his seco nd flo o r o ffice at 8 a.m. and, befo re 
he lo o ked at the mail, it was the cu sto m o f the President to flip a desk bible o p en. 
Whatev er p age fell beneath his sp ectacles, he read the first p aragrap h o n the left- 
hand side. Fo r go o d o r ev il, he felt that Go d was telling him so mething that wo u ld 
be ap p licable to this day . 
Franklin D. Ro o sev elt was a deaco n at his Ep isco p al chu rch in Hy de Park, New 
Yo rk. His p hilo so p hy was nev er to criticize ano ther chu rch o r temp le. Freq u ently , he 
to ld his secretaries, Grace Tu ily and Do ro thy Brady , “I do n’t care ho w weird o r strange 
any sect may be. They co u ld be o n the right track to Heav en." 
Harry Tru man hid his sp iritu al feelings. When I asked if he had a fav o rite p ray er, 
he wro te: “I say this o ne ev ery day ” : 
• 
Oh, Almighty and Ev erlasting Go d, creato r o f 
Heav en, Earth and the Univ erse — 
Help me to be, to think to a T what is right; 
Make me tru thfu l, ho nest and ho no rable in all 
things; make me intellectu ally ho nest fo r the 
sake o f right and ho no r and witho u t tho u ght 
o f reward to me. 
Giv e me the ability to be charitable, fo rgiv ing 
and p atient with my fello w men - help me to u nderstand 


their mo tiv es and sho rtco mings - ev en as 
Tho u u nderstandeth mine! Amen, amen, amen. 
So me o f the mo st sp iritu ally satisfy ing p ray ers were neither written no r u ttered by 
p residents. Aro u nd the y ear 1122 B( , an u nkno wn Chinese co mp o sed a p ray er to Go d 
(Ti) which sp read thro u gh the p ro v inces: 
Tho u , o h Ti, didst o p en the way fo r the fo rces 
o f m atter to o p erate; 
Tho u , o h Sp irit, didst p ro du ce the beau tifu l 
light o f the su n and the mo o n, that all thy 
creatu res might be hap p y . 
Tho u hast v o u chsafed to hear u s, o h Ti, fo r 
Tho u regardest u s as Thy children. 
I, Thy child, du ll and igno rant, can p o o rly 
ex p ress my feelings. 
Ho no rable is Thy great name! 
Linco ln co mp o sed so mething akin to a p ray er when he wro te to Mrs. Bix bv who 
lo st fiv e so ns in the Civ il War: 
“I p ray that o u r Heav enly Father may assu age the angu ish o f y o u r bereav ement 
and leav e y o u o nly the cherished memo ry o f the lo v ed and lo st, and the so lemn p ride 
that mu st be y o u rs to hav e laid so co stly a sacrifice u p o n the altar o f freedo m.” 
My p erso nal mo rning p ray er is a bit hu rried! 
Dear Go d, p lease bless ev ery bo dy in the wo rld sp iritu ally , mentally and p hy sically 
and p lease keep u s free o f all ev il and all danger. Bless u s in o u r ev ery breath fo r 
we need Yo u in ev ery breath o f ev ery minu te o f ev ery day . Thy will be do ne alway s 
And y et, the simp lest ap p ear to be the mo st ferv ent. Great Britain’s I,nrd Aat'» >v 
u sed to whisp er:

As author of "Food and 
Arthritis" (Popular Library. 
$1 25) I stated the advice of 


highly accredited arthritis 
specialists 
"As far as is 
known, no food of any kind

The Ar ithmetic 
O f Weight Los s 


The constant degrading of overweight people is useless 
and cruel, and often plays into the hands of the quick-buck 
artists who sell useless reducing aids and reducing plans. 
This was the theme of an article by George V. Mann M.D. 
in a recent issue of the American Journal of Public Health. 
"Nearly every form of cancer has a higher cure rate than 
does obesity, “ savs Dr. Mann. "We weep and sympathize 
over cancer and its inevitability and yet we scold and abuse 
those with obesity." He further adds, “This fussing drives 
many overweight people into the hands of quacks and 
frauds." 
Officials of the American Medical Association say that 
reducing fads cost the American public more than $150 
million dollars a year and U.S. P o st Office Department 
investigators allege that all medical quackery costs the 
nation far more than all crime combined. 
The solution is not in drugs or gadgetry which are often 
expensive and dangerous. It is in avoiding underactivity 
and overeating. Writes Dr. Mann: "overeating in our 
abundant culture requires neither courage, skill, learning 
nor guile. Gluttony demands less energy than lust, less 
effort than avarice. We rarely see anyone overweight in 
cultures where physical work is necessary. Our most 
effective treatment, whether preventative or curative, is 
physical activity." 


The role of the professional is to explain these realities 
to concerned people. 
Dr. Mann further states: "Both physician and educator 
have a moral obligation not to increase their subjects' 
health hazards by driving them to faddists or to drink or 
to mental anguish. It makes no more sense to operate on 
a patient and create an ideal bypass for the treatment of 
obesity than to treat a cigarette or cigar smoker by cutting 
off his hands.” 


"The arithmetic of reducing is quite simple, if there are 
no glandular problems or some other physical ailment. The 
important need is for reduced caloric intake and for regular 
vigorous exercise." 
There is also substantial evidence that there is one more 
fact or that plays an important role in the development of 
obesity. Recently at the annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. John Garcia, 
PH.D., of the Department of Psychology at the State 
University of New York, presented a paper which suggested 
that obesity may be a deficiency disease. 


He referred to recent experiments by Dr. Paul Rozin of 
the University of Pennsylvania in which a group of rats were 
fed diets deficient in the B vitamin Thiamin (Vit. Bl) Dr. 
Garcia wrote “When symptoms of thiamine deficiency 
become evident, the rat will change its eating pattern. It 
will give up its current diet and explore new food sources. 
When placed in an experimental cafeteria containing a 
variety of flavored foods, one of which contains thiamine, 
the rat will instinctively start testing; it will eat small meals 
of one new food at a time and space its meals several hours 
apart. In this way it soon locates and then concentrates on 
the food containing thiamine.” 


Theoretically, we humans also have an instinctive aware­ 
ness that diets are deficient in one or more needed 
nutrients Perhaps the appetite regulator — the appestat 
in our brain — is the site where the deficiency is recognized. 
An individual suffering subclinical deficiency of a 
nutrient, instinctively reacts as Dr. Rozin’s rats did — he 
or she eats and eats in an attempt to fill nutritional needs. 
Unfortunately, what happens then is that over many years 
of gluttonous eating they gradually lose the ability to 
recognize which foods should fill their needs. Instead of 
receiving thiamine from brown rice, buckwheat groats 
(kasha), raw whea t germ, rice polish or calves liver, they 
stuff themselves with all sorts of junk foods, TY snacks, ice 
cream, chocolate layer cake, etc., and the result is obesity 
plus continuing deficiency. 


Researchers in the field of obesity say that some people, 
by simply switching their diets to nutritionally well- 
balanced meals instead of junk food — without any effort 
to cut calories — have suddenly lost their craving for 
excessive eating and found themselves losing weight. These 
researchers think that weight control requires a three- 
pronged attack: 1) redirection of caloric intake, 2) reason­ 
ably vigorous exercise geared to individual capacity, and 
3) a highly nutritional diet. You might start by checking 
with your family physician.

Ancient Trees Fo und 
On Sha wa ng unk Rid g e 


N E W P A L T Z 
Tree-ring 
research sponsored in part by 
the Mohonk Trust has led tc 
the discovery of trees nearly 
400 years old growing on the 
Shawangunk Mountain ridge. 
This was a "chance dis­ 
covery" made by Ed Cook, a 
graduate student at the Uni­ 
versity of Arizona, who while 
hiking, noticed that some of 
thetrees in the area looked 
very much like the ancient 
tries being studied in the 
Smithwest. 
£ook spent the summer of 
1904 
in 
the 
Shawangunks 
gathering research data for 
this MA thesis. His work, 
which was sponsored by both 
th£ Explorer’s Club of New 
York and the Mohonk Trust, 
was the first done on trees in 
the area since before th turn of 
the century. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
the largest trees are not the 
oldest. For a long time it was 
believed that the Redwoods 
and 
Sequoias of California 
were the oldest living things on 
e^fth. It was later discovered 
thrat the oldest trees were in 
fact the thin, dwarfed and 
grftirled ones so long over­ 


looked by researchers. 
1 hese 
unlikely 
specimens 
which populate the rocky sum­ 
mits 
of mountains survive 
longer than their larger and 
healthier-looking counterparts 
because they have no competi­ 
tion for soil, minerals or water. 
Most frequently, they occupy 
the only pocket of usable soil 
in the near vicinity. 
Tree-ring research to de­ 
termine the age of a specimen 
requires a great deal of pa­ 
tience. 
Each 
of the 
rings 
marked on the sample (taken 
out of the live tree by means 
of an increment borer) repre­ 
sents a year of growth. A re­ 
searcher extracts a 
pencil­ 
sized specimen, sands it down 
with sandpaper, and counts 
the rings under a microspcope. 
The process is far more dif­ 
ficult than it sounds, however. 
Researchers encounter many 
problems including the pres­ 
ence of combined rings, which 
are difficult to read, and false 
rings, where a tree may show 
two rings for one years. This 
occurs 
when 
the 
tree 
ex­ 
periences two good seasons in 
a 
row, 
and 
shows 
double 
growth. 


The research that Ed Cook 
and others have done provides 
useful information for those 
stu d y in g an th ro p o lo g y, 
climateology, and dendro- 
hydrology (the study of water 
resources in an area ) The 
trees which grow on rocky and 
seemingly unproductive soil 
are more sensitive than the 
larger and younger trees grow 
ing in rich soil. 
In the Southwest, research 
on ancient trees has provided 
information about the mys­ 
terious disappearance of the 
Pueblo Indians between 1100 
and 1150 A.D. 
Unfortunately, most of the 
trees in the Northeast show 
"complacent 
growth rings,” 
meaning that the trees ex­ 
perienced fairly stable growing 
conditions. Extensive research 
has not been done in th area 
because 
the 
potential 
for 
learning is not very great — 
the Northeast does not suffer 
the extremes of climate which 
would cause trees to show vari­ 
able rings. 
As B ra d le y Sn yd er of 
Mohonk Trust said, “ I guess 
we're just too average to be 
very interesting.”

“I think we hav e far more d epth ,” the 
Cincinnati Reds third basem an said after 
helping the N ational Leagu e to a 7-1 win 
Tu esday night before 63,9 74 fans, inclu d­ 
ing President Ford, for its 13th v ictory in 
the last 14 A ll-Star games. 


“W hen y ou pu t the su bstitu tes in, we're 
in better shape," said Rose, who picked 
u p two hits and scored the gam e’s first 
ru n. “ It seems like when we pu t ou r 
second team in. we did n't lose any thing." 
C incinatti M anager Sparky Anderson, 
who piloted the N ational stars, doesn’t 
qu ite agree. 
"I think the play ers are abou t equ al," 
Anderson said. “ 1 d on't think y ou cou ld 
find any all-star play er th at cou ldn't play 
in either leagu e." 
“ I can’t tell y ou the answer simply 
becau se I don’t know the answ er," said 
A m erican L eag u e M a na g e r D arrell 
Johson when asked why the National 
Leagu e keeps winning. 
"You can call it w hat y ou w ant,” said 
the Detroit Tigers’ Ru sty S tau b. “They 


(the N ational Leagu e) hav e done the job 
ou t there. They won the gam e." 


A large part of the reason for the 
N ational Leagu e v ictory T u esday night 
was 
the C incinnati 
contingent, 
ev en 
thou gh the m ost of the crowd watching 
the game at the Phillies’ V eteran S tadi­ 
u m didn’t agree th at all the RedB de­ 
serv ed to be there. 


Rose and catcher Johnny Bench were 
booed rou ndly by the fans who believ ed 
th at the Phillies’ Mike Schm idt shou ld 
hav e started at third and Bob Boone at 
catcher. 
"T he boos d id n’t bother m e,” Rose 
said. "I ex pected it. I thou ght I deserv ed 
to be here.” 
“ W e ( C in c in n a ti) bro u g h t sev en 
play ers," Anderson said, “ and I think we 
showed that we deserv ed to bring sev en." 
Rose sparked a two-ru n, first-inning 
rally by leading off with a line single off 
flam boy ant M ark Fidry ch, the Detroit 
Tigers’ rookie tagged with the loss. Rose 
cam e home on Stev e Garv ey ’s triple and 
Garv ey scored one ou t later on a grou nd 
ou t by the Reds’ George Foster. 
Foster padded the m argin in the third 
inning by belting a towering, two-ru n 


hom er off C atfish H u nter, following a 
single by team m ate Joe Morgan. 
"T he main thing I was try ing to do was 
get aggressiv e at the plate,” said Foster, 
the gam e’s most v alu able play er. "T he 
last week or so, I hav en’t been aggressiv e. 
I hav en’t been able to keep my concentra­ 
tion.” 


“T o be honest," Anderson said, "I hit 
him (Foster) fou rth, becau se I felt the boy 
deserv ed the recognition.” 
It wasn’t all a C incinnati show, how­ 
ev er. 


S tarter Randy Jones, who picked u p the 
win, shu t ou t the American Leagu ers for 
three innings. T he San Diego Padres’ 
slowballing sou thpaw y ielded only a lead- 
off single to Ron LeFlore and a walk to 
George Brett in the first. 
“ Yeh, I was really tense," said Jones, 
who leads the m ajors in wins with 16. 
"R eally nerv ou s when I first went ou t 
there.” 
He said, howev er, that after the walk to 
B rett he settled down. 
"I sm oothed 
ou t 
my deliv ery and 
pitched my gam e after that walk. I had 
a great sinker tonight." 
T he American Leagu ers didn’t get on 


the board u ntil the Boston Red Sox ’ Fred 
Ly nn ham m ered a Tom Seav er pitch ov er 
the right field wall in the fou rth for the 
team ’s only ru n of the game. 
"Seav er got behind and I was looking 
for som ething hard in," Ly nn said. "H e 
threw it where I was looking." 
The N ational Leagu e pu t the game ou t 
of reach with three ru ns in the eighth, 
highlighted by Cesar Cedeno’s two-ru n 
homer off Frank T anana. 
"T he gu y s on the bench were say ing: 
‘Here comes a fast ball,’” the Hou ston 
Astros' fleet centerfielder said. “ I said to 
my self: Here comes some gas' and I'm 
going deep." 
The N ational Leagu ers got three hits off 
T anana in his two innings of work and 
sev en more hits off three other pitchers. 
The American leag u e stars picked u p 
only fiv e hits. 
George B rett, one of the ju nior circu it’s 
best hitters, didn’t think the game prov ed 
mu ch, howev er. 
“ I think there wou ld be more interest 
after the World Series to play the best- 
of-fiv e,” he said, “The best all-arou nd 
play ers com peting, 
“ I hav e so m u ch pride. I hate to go ou t 
and be shown u p."

"You go ou t as m any times as you 
w a n t, "Sparky told Johnson. "They don t 
like me here and all I’ll get is boos. 
And that is all Anderson and the rest 
of the dreaded Reds got in the home ot 
the Phillies.

American Leagu e, he wasn’t abou t to 
hang his head in sham e. 
“ No one shou ld smile after a loss bu t 
this is a different gam e," said the colorfu l 
righthander whose am u sing mou nd antics 
and low earned ru n av erage hav e m ade 
him a hou sehold word in Detroit. 
"I can go home prou d. I’ll be thinking 
abou t this all night. W hoev er thou ght I’d 
m eet the President. N othing this big ev er 
happened to me before." 
Fidry ch’s m eeting with the President 
came in the American Leagu e locker room 
prior to the start of the game. Ford was 
being introdu ced to each play er on both 
squ ads and was sev eral lockers away from 
Fidry ch’s when the y ou ngster opened the 
conv ersation. 
“ I thou ght we had a game to play ,” 
Fidry ch said, directing his rem ark at the 
President. 
"T he Bird. How are y ou ?” Ford asked. 
"D id y ou send me a thing in T ex as?” 
Fidry ch 
asked, 
referring 
to 
a 
con­ 
gratu latory message Ford had sent the 
Detroit rookie after he had stopped the 
New York Yankees, 7-1, on national tele­ 
v ision last m onth. 
"I tried to call y ou ,” Ford replied. 
“ Yeah, y eah...w here’s y ou r son? I'd like 
to talk to him ,” Fidry ch answered. 
“ H e’s arou nd. Now don t talk to those 
y ou ng fellows, talk to the old m an, 
said 
Ford. 
“ Oh, okay . I was ju st wondering how he 
was doing with those d ates,” Fidry ch 
added. 
T hat brou ght a lau gh from the P resi­ 
dent. “You come to W ashington, he’ll fix 
y ou u p,” said Ford. 
As the President mov ed on to m eet 
another play er, Fidry ch said softly , “ I 
don’t know his son. I was ju st going to ask 
him abou t Chris E v ert.” 
U nfortu nately for Fidry ch, howev er, the 
m eeting with the President tu rned ou t to 
be m u ch more rewarding than his brief 
stint on the m ou nd. Only the second 
rookie ev er to start an All-Star game, 
Fidry ch showed signs of nerv ou sness and 
was tou ched for fou r hits and two ru ns in 
his two-inning perform ance. 
The two ru ns cam e in the first inning 
when C incinnati’s Pete Rose led off with 
a sharp single to center and scored on a 
triple by Los Angeles’ Stev e Garv ey , the 
second batter. Garv ey 's ball m ight hav e 
been cau ght by a speedier ou tfielder bu t 
Ru sty S tau b, Fidry ch’s team m ate at D e­ 
troit, cou ldn’t get to it, then let the ball 
bou nce by him. S tau b fell down in 
pu rsu it of the ball and by the tim e he 
recov ered, Rose had scored and Garv ey 
was 
on 
third. 
Garv ey 
scored 
when 
C incinnati’s George Foster grou nded ou t. 
In the second inning C incinnati’s Joh n­ 
ny Bench and Dav e Concepcion both hit 
hard singles off Fidry ch, bu t he got ou t 
of trou ble by striking ou t pitcher Randy 
Jones and getting Rose to bou nce ou t. 
"I don’t know what happened," Fidry ch 
said of his pertorm ance. “ 1 was u p for the 
gam e...felt good 
w anted to throw good 
It’s hard to believ e I’m here. Wow, I can’t 
believ e I’m here. It's su ch an honor. All 
my friends got to see me. It’s neat being 
ou t there. I hope to see another.”

Bu lg arians, and African athletes,” a 
woman at the cou nter said. Hot sellers were albu m s by Donna 
Su m m ers and The Ritchie Family , a C anadian g rou p . 
Tee shirts were selling fast and it ap p p eared u nlikely that 
any athlete will leav e M ontreal w ithou t at least one tee shirt 


somehow p roclaiming his or her p articip ation in the XXI 
Oly m p iad 
Em p loy es of a shop that sells sty lish denim su its and slacks 
said a larg e p art of their sales had been to athletes from the 
Sov iet Union and eastern Eu rop ean cou ntires. 
Inex p ensiv e cam eras were mov ing well, a p hoto su p p ly shop 
rep orted, as the ming ling athletes hu rried in to g et p ictu res of 
new-fou nd friends on other team s. 
"W e'v e fou nd that if one p erson from one cou ntry bu y s 
som ething , it is almost g u aranteed that later a lot of his friends 
will come in to bu y the sam e thing ," the m anag er said. The 
p rev iou s day he sold a p ocket cam era, v alu ed in the $50 rang e, 
to a m em ber of the Iranian team and a short tim e later three 
other Iranians came in to bu y the same model. 
E u rop ean athletes were intrig u ed by a store dealing in Indian 
and Eskim o handicraft item s. Many of the men bou g ht little 
Eskim o dolls—ap p arently for g irl friends—and three of the 
shop ’s fou r tom ahawks were sold in a short p eriod of tim e 
Tu esday morning . French g irls bou g ht Eskimo p arkas and 
Indian necklaces and jewelry were hot item s with athletes of 
all nationalities.

Rid e fo r 
A Blimp 


HOUSTON (UPI) - With 
more than 475,000 miles be­ 
hind her, the Goodyear blimp 
M ayflow er drifted above 
downtown in lazy circles, at­ 
tracting upturned stares for 
the last time before being dis­ 
mantled. 
The four-hour farewell ride 
Tuesday was the airship’s last 
moment of glory before being 
decommissioned and relegated 
to spare-part status. 
She was accompanied at a 
respectful distance by the new 
sister ship that will replace 
her. 
Dwarfed 
by 
towering 
thunderclouds, 
they 
looked 
like a pair of plump jellybeans 
bowing and curtsying as the 
pilots alternately raised and 
lowered their noses. 
“ Since I started with and 
trained on this airship, I’m 
sorry to see it go," said Ron 
Bell, a Mayflower pilot who 
spent 4,000 hours flying her. 
“ But I’m also anxious to get 
into the new equipment." 
Usually when Goodyear de­ 
commissions one of its blimps, 
the hardware is refurbished 
and the giant air sack — 1,8 79 
sq u are yards — sim ply 
scrapped. Such won’t be the 
case for the Mayflower. 
Instead the 147,300 cubic 
feet of nonflammable helium 
that fills her will be let out and 
the 160-foot by 50-foot rubber- 
coated polyester bag will be 
folded neatly and placed into 
an 8 -foot by 4-foot box. 
It’s being saved for a spare 
part since the Mayflower and 
her replacement, also named 
Mayflower, are the last ol the 
smaller breed of blimps. 
"The envelopes tertd to wear 
down and normally when we 
retire a ship, the envelope is 
scrapped,” Bells said. “ But 
since there’s no otheT, we’ll 
save this one.” 
The M ayflow er’s career 
spanned eight years, two years 
long er th an the average 
blimp’s life. She logged 12,500 
hours flying at an average 
speed of 30 miles per hour. 
Her last official assignment 
was a flyover of the parade of 
tall ships in New York Harbor 
J uly the Fourth.

WASHINGTON 
White collar criminals will be 
a little easier to catch under 
Supreme Court rulinp handed 
down in the just completed 
term. 
The justices prov ided new 
tools for prosecutors tracking 
down white collar crime by 
allowing them to seize person­ 
al business records and bank 
accounts for use as ev idence. 
In addition, an accountant's 
records can be obtained and, 
in manv instances, so may 
records left with a lawy er. 
The court ruled in the bank 
records case that a depositor 
has no “legitimate ex pectation 
of priv acy ” once he uses a 
third party — the bank — in 
his transactions. 


Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr. 
said “the depositor takes the 
risk” and police, the Internal 
Rev enue Serv ice, the FBI and 
other law enforcers can sub­ 
poena bank records. Under a 
federal law upheld by the high 
court two y ears ago, banks are 
req uired to keep microfilmed 
records of major transactions 
— again making white collar 
crime a little easier to dis­ 
cov er. 
A decision rendered last 
month by Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun is likely to be ev en 
more far-reachiM. Blackmun 
said a person's Fifth Amend­ 
ment right against self-in­ 
crimination is not infringed 
when police seize personal 
business papers. 


Although the ruling merely 
affirmed the conv iction of a 
Mary land lawy er for land 
fraud, its impact will permit 
prosectors to use personally 
dictated memoranda and 
notes at trial ev en if the mate­ 
rial is, in effect, a confession.

"I don't see how anyone's got the time 


to go shopping and see the shows. I'm 
busy every minute from 9 a.m. on," she 
said. Today is "the first time since Sun- 
day I've had time to myself," sh added. 


Much of the delegates' time is spent on 


the the floor of Madison Square Garden 


in a space not much larger than the 
Rangers' hockey rink. From the New York 
corner of the hall, the speaker on the 
podium is a hazy figure obscured by the 
tumult of politicians and press clogging 
the narrow aisles. 


"My experience in the assembly has 


been perfect training for this conven- 
tion," Hinchey said. " You could prac- 
tically transpose one experience with the

Rules for Field Camp 
Operations Released 


NEW PALTZ — There were two new 


developments today in the investigation 
of the operation of the Ashokan Field 
Campus of the State University College 
at New Paltz. 


With the investigation by the Faculty- 


Student Association of fiscal mismanage- 
ment of the camp by Director Kent 
Reeves 
still in abeyance, 
President 


Stanley Coffman released new guidelines 
governing management of the camp. 


The guidelines set up new rules and 


regulation for fiscal and accounting con- 
trol, camp operation, director's responsi- 
bilities, and all camp purchases and 
accounting practices. 


To date auditors have been on the 


campus since May 10. and have as yet to 
complete their examination of Ashokan 
Camp books. Coffman said he has not 
spoken to auditors since their arrival, he 
hopes the audit will be completed this 
week or next, and that he has no idea of 
what their recommendations will be. 


An audit of the camp in 1972 listed 


many criticisms of camp operation and 
the definition of the director's job. The 
new guidelines released today were an 
answer to those recommendations. 


In a related matter, Coffman acknowl- 


edged that he had sent a letter to Frank 


Tramontane of FSA's executive board, 
decrying a deficit of FSA's books and 
asking an immediate audit. Coffman also 
said he had appointed another fiscal 
designee to co-sign purchase orders with 
Tramontane. 


The deficit was reported as $6,000. In 


addition, another $11,000 is still owed in 
bills by FSA. 


Tramontane has been involved in the 


investigation of Reeves and the camp. 


The FSA has been investigating allega- 


tions and accusations that were made 
against Reeves at a meeting of its ex- 
ecutive board. The board, however, has 
never held a formal hearing. 


Tramontane said his group had encoun- 


tered problems in its investigation be- 
cause "many of the charges originally 
made were not followed up by many of the 
people who made them." 


Reeves has maintained from the begin- 


ning of the investigation that he would 
welcome a hearing, and that the "allega- 
tions were very broad and were not 
supported by evidence of any sort."

KINGSTON — Just in case subzero 


temperatures get him down in the 
winter, Frank Pryce need only look up 
from his cobbler's bench to see how 
pleasant the weather mu.st he in the 
other Kingston. 


"It was purely a coincidence You 


can find two friends with the same 
name, two places with the same 
name," says Pryce, who seven years 
ago boarded a plane at Kingston Air- 
. port in his native Jamaica and, some 
months and 1,500 miles later, settled 
in Kingston, N.Y. 


For the past two years, he has oper- 


ated the Goodyear Shoe Repair Shop 
at Broadway, plying the trade he 
learned as a school boy and cobbler's 
apprentice in Jamaica. 


Shoemaking, one of the dying crafts, 


is kept alive in Pryce's tiny shop, a 
dark and time-worn cubicle that bare- 
ly occupies 10 feet of frontage but 
encompasses a veritable museum of 
shoemakmg equipment. 


"Not many people buy handmade 


shoes any more, but the handmade 
ones are much better. They fit the 
foot," says Pryce, stitching leather on 
a machine so antiquated, its maker is 
abbreviated on the nameplate as a 
"manfg" company. 


Maybe more people would buy 


handmade footwear if they realized 
the prices range only from $45 to S85, 
Pryce thinks. A fitting takes only five 
minutes, and a pair of shoes can be 
patterned, cut and finished in two 
days, he says 


As warm and friendly as the Jamai- 


can travel poster over his bench, Pryce 
talks casually about the advantages of 
being one's own boss. 


"It's the best thing in life," he says 


in the British-African accent of Jamai- 
ca. "One day you don't feel like work- 
ing, you just don't go."

Finalists in the Veep Derby 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Insisting to 


the end he has made no advance 
decisions, Jimmy Carter chooses a 
running mate today from a field of six 
senators. 


Press Secretary Jody Powell said 


Carter will make his decision in "late 
afternoon or early evening, and not 
before then." That out of the way, the 
former Georgia governor presumably 
will watch his own nomination, on 
television, as the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate. 


Powell said Carter will announce his 


vice presidential choice Thursday 
morning. 


Spurred by Carter's remarks this 


week that "maybe three" persons 
topped his list and that he had nar- 
rowed it "a 
little bit," reports 


circulated that Sens. Walter F. Mon- 
dale of Minnesota and Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine were the 
two 


finalists. 


Press Secretary Jody Powell sought 


to knock down the reports — one of 
which came from House Democratic 
Leader Thomas P. "Tip" O'Neill — at 
a crowded briefing at the Carter press 
headquarters in the Americana Hotel. 


"He has informed no one even of his 


inclinations in this matter," Powell 
said. "He has purposely kept an open 
mind on the matter. He has excluded 
no one. And he has made no decision. 


Nor has he come to the point of saying 
there are two or three who are far and 
above beyond the others." 


Powell added: "There's no reason 


one's thought processes have to oper- 
ate like a beauty pageant where you 
come down to five and have three 
runnersup. It's just as logical to look 
at six people and select one out of the 
six without having to rank-order the 
other five." 


The other four were Sens. John 


Glenn of Ohio, Henry Jackson of 
Washington, Frank Church of Idaho 
and Adlai Stevenson HI of Illinois. 


With some controversy building over 


Carter's opposition to a constitutional 
amendment banning abortion, Mon- 
dale told reporters merely that abor- 
tion "troubles me." Muskie, the only 
Catholic among the finalists, said he 
had not discussed his religion with 
Carter, a Southern Baptist layman. 


Stevenson's patron, Chicago Mayor 


Richard J. Daley, said he would make 
"a formidable" candidate. Carter said 
through Powell that Glenn had given 
"a very good" keynote address. 


Powell said the two nominees and 


their staffs will meet Friday before 
Carter flies home in triumph to Plains, 
Ga. It is believed the two members of 
the ticket will meet in Plains early 
next week. 


Tonight's the Big Night for Carter 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Tonight the Democrats nominate 


Jimmy Carter to lead them to the promised land of the 
presidency after eight years of political exile. 


By the time delegates to the 37th Democratic National 


Convention in Madison Square Garden certify Carter as their 
presidential nominee on the first ballot ending about 11:30 p.m. 
EOT, his aides say, the 51-year-old former Georgia governor 
finally will have chosen a running mate. 


Although Carter's people vehemently insisted he had not 


made the decision Tuesday, or even narrowed his list of six 
candidates, a growing number of delegates, political pundits 
and party professionals speculated — prospective House 
Speaker Thomas O'Neill called it his "gut instinct" — that 
Carter would tap Sen. Edmund Muskie, 62, of Maine. 


One longtime Carter associate said he, too, would agree it 


looked like Muskie. 


A 17-year veteran of the Senate and the lone Roman Catholic 


on the list, Muskie was Hubert Humphrey's running mate in 
1968 when Richard M. Nixon narrowly beat the Democrats for 
his first White House term. 


The remaining candidates were Sens. Muskie, Walter Mon- 


dale of Minnesota, Henry Jackson of Washington, Adlai 
Stevenson III of Illinois, John Glenn of Ohio and Frank Church 
of Idaho. 


The third session to nominate Carter for the presidency starts 


at 8 p.m. EOT today. 


The Democrats gave a warm reception to George McGovern, 


who led them down to disaster in 1972. They were less 
charitable to Muskie. 


But it was Minnesota's 65-year-old Humphrey, the "Happy 


Warrior" of 1968 and W72 and the longtime darling of 
Democratic liberals, who brought the delegates to their feet 
with a mighty roar Tuesday night. 


It was the biggest, noisiest floor demonstration of the two- 


day-old convention. 


He ripped into the GOP with a lusty vengeance. While 


Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis smilingly looked down from a VIP 
box, Humphrey hurled 3,000 cheering, fist-shaking delegates 
the raw meat of partisan oratory in his familiar old high- 
pitched, staccato voice. 


"In 1776 the American people proclaimed their independence 


and threw out the British Tories. In 1976 the American people 
will once again affirm our independence and vote out the 
Republican Tories!" 


Hours earlier, however, in one of his few public appearances 


outside his Hotel Americana headquarters since the convention 
began, Carter warned fellow Democrats it would be a "serious 
mistake to underestimate the challenge of our opposition ... a 
serious mistake to be overconfident." 


The governor was described as spending much of his private 


time writing the acceptance speech and pondering his list of 
prospective vice presidential running mates. 


His aides said he would make a decision late today and notify 


each of the six finalists by telephone.

Commuter Crash Claims a Life 


NEW CANAAN, Conn. (UPI) — A 


crowded rush-hour commuter train 
slammed into the rear of an empty 
train just outside a railroad station 
Tuesday evening. 


At least one person was killed and 31 


others injured, one critically. 


The National Transportation Safety 


Board sent a team of inspectors to the 
wealthy New York City suburb to 
determine the cause of the crash 


Worst Crash on New Haven 
Line since similar accident at 
Darien in 1969 


The 5:27 Conrail tram from New 


York City, carrying about 360 passen- 
gers, rounded a blind bend and 
crashed into the stationary train that 
had just unloaded all its passengers in 
tiny New Canaan station. 


Mrs Nancy Siegel, 36, of New Ca- 


naan, a passenger in the tram's first 
car, was pronounced dead at the scene, 
police said 


A Conrail spokesman said the rear 


tram was tiv.eling at about 15 m p h. 
when it struck the empty cars He said 
the stationary train was "late and not 
supposed to be there." Both trains 


were operated by Conrail's New Haven 
line. 


James Buckner, a UPI executive 


aboard the 5:27 out of Grand Central 
Station, said the empty train ap- 
parently was being backed off the 
tracks into a siding when the two 
collided. 


Only one track runs into New Ca- 


naan, requiring rush-hour trains to 
back onto a siding while others enter 
the station. 


Five persons were admitted to hospi- 


tals. The remainder were treated and 
released, Conrail officials said. 


Elizabeth S. Hadden, 19, of New 


Canaan was trapped for 2'/^ hours 
before rescue workers could free her 
from the wreckage. Hospital author- 
ities said she was in critical condition. 


The crash was the worst on the New 


Haven line since four persons were 
killed and 35 injured in a similar 
accident at Darien on Aug. 20, 1969. 


Jim Martin of New Canaan, who was 


in Sneaker's Restaurant near the scene 
of the crash, said he and other cus- 
tomers heard a "low rumble sort of like 
distant thunder." 


He said no one thought anything of 


it until a man walked m, shaking, and 
said, "1 need a drink real bad. There's 
been a crash."

Syrians Seize Palestinian Refugee Camp 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 


— Syrian troops reportedly 
seized a Palestinian refugee 
camp in the ancient city of 
Baalbek today and Palesti- 
nians charged Damascus sent 
1,000 new troops into Lebanon 
in defiance of a withdrawal 
agreement extracted under So- 
viet pressure. 


Reports reaching Beirut 


from local newsmen at 
Baalbek, 55 miles northeast of 
the capital, said a Syrian ar- 
mored force that battled into 
the town of Roman ruins Tues- 
day had penetrated the Wefel 
refugee camp there and set up 
tank and armored positions 
inside. 


Palestinian sources could 


not confirm the report. They 
said the last message they re- 
ceived from the camp Tuesday 
night spoke of heavy fighting 
between its defenders and the 
invading Syrian troops 


In Beirut, Christian forces 


besieging another refugee 
camp said they would 
withhold a bloody frontal as- 
sault and instead starve out 
the defenders at Tal Zaatar. 


The tactical decision was 


announced after Palestinian 
snipers killed the top right- 
wing commander leading the 
siege. 


As the battle for the camp 


went into its 24th day, the 


Jubilant Christian troops after seizing town (UPI) 


Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization charged Syria de- 
fied a withdrawal agreement 
reportedly extracted under So- 
viet pressure and sent 1,000 
new troops into Lebanon Tues- 
day. 


The report could not be con- 


firmed. 


Both Palestinians and Leba- 


nese leftists said armor- 


backed Syrian troops Tuesday 
invaded the ancient city of 
Baalbek, site of third-century 
Roman ruins and the only ma- 
jor town in the eastern Bekaa 
valley still in leftist hands. 


"Fierce fighting is now going 


on m the streets of the city 
with machine guns and rock- 
ets," a PLO statement said 


Western 
correspondents 


were unable to reach the his- 
toric "City of the Sun" 55 
miles northeast of Beirut to 
verify the report. 


This correspondent toured 


Syrian positions near Tripoli 
Tuesday and found the troops 
had moved to within three 
miles of the strategic port 51 
miles north of Beirut after 
inflicting vast destruction on 
nearby towns and villages. 


At Tal Zaatar, in southeast 


Beirut, some defenders moved 
from bunkers to sniping posi- 
tions in high-rise buildings 
bordering the camp's burning 
shacks. 


Among those cut down by 


the snipers Tuesday was Wil- 
liam Hawi, top military com- 
mander 
of the 
right-wing 


Phalangist party. The 
Phalangists said he was shot in 
the head when he went to 
"arrange the surrender of a 
group of Palestinians, who had 
raised a white flag." 


A right-wing officer said al- 


though the Christians had far 
superior military power they 
had decided to "starve the 
Palestinians out" rather than 
risk the losses of a final, all-out 
attack. 


The stubborn Palestinian 


defense at Tal Zaatar and 
Syria's apparent refusal to 
withdraw its 15,000 soldiers 
from Lebanon blocked politi- 


cal efforts to impose a truce. 


Leftist chieftain Kama! 


Jumblatt said Tuesday after a 
series of meetings with Soviet 
A m b a s s a d o r Alexander 
Soldatov that Moscow was ex- 
erting strong pressure on Da- 
mascus to effect a pullback. 


But a leftist radio station 


late in the day reversed an 
earlier report that 500 Syrians 
had withdrawn from the out- 
skirts of the southern port of 
Sidon. 


Reporters, who toured Sidon

How About It, New York? 


New York City should immediately arrange to have a temporary 


bridge erected at Traver Hollow. Residents south of the present 
impassable bridge must have a way in and out. 


It's the least the city can do now that the state has bailed it 


out of its responsibility to replace hte useless structure now 
standing. 


The city is still entirely to blame for its neglect in allowing the 


only convenient route out of West Shokan to become blocked. 
Residents of the area, who must drive 15 miles to reach nearby 
Boiceville until the bridge is rebuilt, have a right to demand 
compensation for their lost time and transportation costs, not to 
mention the danger to their lives in being isolated from emergency 
services 


And they should not have to sue the city to get such 


compensation. The Traver Hollow Bridge experience shows that 
small municipalities need the protection of a state law providing 
for automatic penalties and compensation when another munici- 
pality takes over some of its territory and then fails to maintain 
necessary services. 


In any case, while New Yorkers go on contentedly drinking water 


from the Ashokan Reservoir, the taxpayers of New York State are 
going to be paying the $1.3 million needed to replace the city's 
bridge. 


Since construction won't be finished for several years, the city 


at miminum should supply the money to put up a Bailey Bridge 
or other kind of temporary, pre-fabricated span across the hollow. 


Failing even that, New York City should be compelled to repay 


the affected residents of the area in cash for their trouble.

Keeping Those Palms Greased 


WASHINGTON (KFS) - It must have 


been one helluva evening at the Duquesne 
Club. It happened in fall of 1961. It's the 
sort of thing, though, that you can im- 
agine was remembered and whispered 
about in the public rooms of that recrea- 
tional redoubt for Pittsburgh millionaires 
for years afterward. 


Joseph E. Bounds, the then-executive 


vice president of the Gulf Oil Corpo- 
ration, "decked" W.K. Whiteford, chief 
executive officer and chairman of the 
board. "Decked" is the word that appears 
in the Gulf Corporation's report to the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
about illegal or questionable payments to 
politicians here and abroad. Before the 
decking, the report says "some spirits 
were consumed," which does lead you to 
wonder if they weren't having a high 
Wasp version of what's called a drunken 
brawl at O'Rourke's. 


Whiteford is dead, so the report must 


rely on Bounds' version of this unlocked 
for way of settling disagreements in the 
executive suite. It seems that they were 
arguing about the elaborately illegal sys- 
tem of political payments that Whiteford 
had set up. The Gulf report is written in 
such lawyerly language that it's difficult 
to get a clear picture of what led to taking 
such chances. 


The report suggests the payments were 


made "to help Gulf maintain a political 
atmosphere conducive to its foreign ex- 
pansion plans." Other sentences are 
dropped in here and there that make it 
seem the corporation had a management 
that was terribly worried about what the 
government might do to it. None of it 
really explains why the business of illegal 
payments went on for so many years that 
it became institutionalized within the 
corporation and finally led to the resigna- 
tion of Bob Dorsey as board chairman this 
year. 


The tensions and apprehensions must 


have been terrific. Vide boxing matches 
at the Duquesne Club, In fact the pat- 
terns of the illegal campaign contribu- 
tions seem more calculated to give these 
executives the feeling they had influence 
than to get anything of political sub- 
stance done. 


It's alleged, for instance, but denied by 


the accused, that they had Republican 
Minority Leader Hugh Scott on the pad 
for years. The corporation's side of the 
Scott story, as spelled out in the report, 
is funny in a pathetic sort of way. You get 
thepicture of an inept, politically useless, 
not very bright senator, cadging small 
sums off the petroleum giant. A mendi- 
cant gasbag, why would anybody want to 
buy a Hugh Scott? 


But why did Gulf give any of its money 


away, as it said it did? There was no order 
to it, seldom was there a quid pro quo, 
and apparently the ultimate benefi- 
ciaries, the big name pols, often did not 
have any idea of who the crude-oil tooth 
fairy was. It's not clear the corporation 
knew who it was throwing money at with 


any certainty either. 


None of this fits the cartoonists' depic- 


tion of big business corruption. These 
aren't greedy bribes being exchanged for 
special favors. This looks more like money 
donated to placate capricious and danger- 
ous divinities. 


A lot of work has to be done on illegal 


political campaign 
contributions. We 


need to know what industry groups did 
the most of it and which did the least. Oil 
and food seem to have been particularly 
active. Is that because the executives in 
these industries are outstandingly lawless 
or because of the peculiar relationship 
they have with government? 


No industry is more heavily regulated 


than oil. Is this what happens when a 
large and rich industry that is run for 
profit bumps up against a large and rich 
government which isn't run for profit' 
The money may be a feeble and ineffec- 
tive attempt to modulate the differences 
between two colliding organizational val- 
ue systems. 


To what extent do we force companies 


to do things we later tell them are 
unethical if not absolutely illegal? We 
have the Lockheed example. By all rights,

that's a company that deserved to perish. 
The government intervened to keep it 
going, but it was still manufacturing and 
selling what many consider an overpriced, 
inferior product. How else are they sup- 
posed to sell their wares if they don't pass 
bribes or however you want to de- 
nominate the Japanese payments? 


The whole furor over bribes abroad is 


strange. Why do we take it upon ourselves 
to enforce another country's laws, assum- 
ing, of course, what we call bribes are 
illegal in the places they're passed. We 
are going to police Italian or Dutch or 
Japanese official conduct, we who've so 
recently kicked a vice president out of 
office for accepting payments under the 
table? 


It's so screwy you have to imagine that 


the indignation over our business people 
passing money abroad is a way of escap- 
ing the duty we have of looking into our 
problems. For decades Americans have 
deluded themselves that it was wogs, 
frogs and other not-so-nice, not-so-white- 
skinned people whose societies only func- 
tioned by action of the greasy palm. Ours 
may work the same way, but is that owing 
to our morals or the way we've structured 
it? That's something we need to find out.

What 
Makes Carter 
Run? 


NEW YORK — To the Democratic 


delegates who came here to acclaim Jim- 
my Carter, he remains an enigma. Moit 
of them will leave the Democratic conven- 
tion still a bit chary about their nominee. 
Whaf makes Carter run? They will go 
home wondering. 


The key to his behavior, according to 


sources close to Carter, can be found in 
the example of his former commanding 
officer, Adm. Hyraan Rickover. The salty, 
old curmudgeon battled the bureaucracy, 
slashed red tape, overcame obstacles, 
refused to be deterred. 


And he abhorred any waste of the 


taxpayers' money. 


Those who know Carter say his view of 


Washington was first shaped in the recon- 
verted ladies' washroom where Rickover 
was banished to develop the nuclear 
submarine the naval bureaucracy pooh- 
poohed. The Democratic candidate, if he 
should become President, can be ex- 
pected to pursue his goals with the same 
single-mindedness. 


"It will be, 'Damn the bureaucrats and 


full steam ahead!'" predicted one in- 
timate. Yet, like Rickover, the source 
said, Carter will operate within the sys- 
tem. 


The admiral also demanded total dedi- 


cation from his subordinates. Carter will 
expect the same commitment from the 
men around him. They will have to put 
on the crusader's armor, our sources 
anticipate. 


Before Carter became an active can- 


didate, he sought out Rickover and spent 
an evening with him. Our sources say the 
presidential aspirant went to Rickover 
more to draw inspiration than to solicit 
advice. 


These sources say Rickover influenced 


Carter's "attitude toward achievement" 
but not necessarily his attitude toward 
the Pentagon. The man who tonight 
becomes the Democratic standard-bearer 
admires Rickover tremendously, they say, 
but may not agree with his military views. 


It would be hard to find two more 


disparate men than the smiling, engaging 
Carter and the abrasive, waspish 
Rickover. Carter was brought up in Geor- 
gia, a scion of the upper class. Rickover 
came to this country at age five, an 
immigrant mite tossed into Chicago's 
slum land, the son of a Polish pants 
presser. 


Both men made it to Annapolis, 


Rickover in the 1920s, Carter two decades 
later. The youth from Georgia was a 
model midshipman, polished, poised, 
popular. The immigrant from Chicago 
was always out of step.He was out of step 
on the drill field, out of step on the dance 
floor. 


Yet Carter was later to say: "Adm. 


Rickover had a profound effect on my life, 
perhaps more than anyone except my own 
parents." 


Carter has never forgotten their first 


meeting. He applied to Rickover for a job 
in the nuclear submarine program. "How 
did you stand in your class at the Naval 
Academy?" asked the admiral. 


"Sir, I stood 59th in a class of 820," 


snapped 
back Carter, pleased 
with 


himself. 


"Did you do your best?" 
Carter paused. "No, sir," he admitted, 


"I didn't always do my best." 


"Why not?" demanded Rickover. It was 


a question that has challenged Carter 
ever since, his friends say. WALLACE'S 
LAST HURRAH? George Wallace's ap- 
pearance before the Democratic conven- 
tion is viewed by many political veterans 
as his last hurrah. After his poor showing 
in the primaries, they tend to regard him 
as a washed-out, politically impotent old 
man. 


But even as they are consigning him to 


the political pastures, the Alabama gov- . 
ernor is gearing up for his next campaign. 
His staff, according to inside sources, is 
preparing another political fund-raising 
appeal. "If people respond," said one 
source, "we can keep it going." 


For the record, those who are author- 


ized to speak for Wallace are cautious 
about the future. His chief political hon- 
cho, Charles Snider, acknowledged that 
they will keep a skeleton campaign staff 
"as long as possible." 


As he explained it, "We're going to try 


to keep something going, to keep in touch 
with the constituents we have." 


They speak vaguely of a judgeship or a 


federal appointment for Wallace. But 
they really have their eye on the seat that , 
Sen. John Sparkman, D.-Ala., is ex- 
pected to vacate in 1978, our sources 
confide.

Some of our presidents have been religious. A few have been holy hypocrites. John 


F. Kennedy sneaked into church. Richard Nixon and Gerald Ford have advised the 
networks before they attend services. 


I attended the National Christian Church in Johnson City, Texas, with Mr. and 


Mrs. LBJ. I was impressed when the President was able to sing the hymns without 
using a hymnal. 


Once, in 1956, I attended services with President and Mrs. Eisenhower. They were 


shown to pews. The Secret Service asked me to stand at the rear of the church. Ike 
sang loud, never on key, and Mrs. Eisenhower stared up at him, but the President 
roared through the sacred songs like a drill sergeant. 


Abraham Lincoln had strong religious feelings - almost superstitious - but seldom 


attended church. His big feet clopped into his second floor office at 8 a.m. and, before 
he looked at the mail, it was the custom of the President to flip a desk bible open. 


Whatever page fell beneath his spectacles, he read the first paragraph on the left- 


hand side. For good or evil, he felt that God was telling him something that would 
be applicable to this day. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt was a deacon at his Episcopal church in Hyde Park, New 


York. His philosophy was never to criticize another church or temple. Frequently, he 
told his secretaries, Grace Tully and Dorothy Brady, "I don't care how weird or strange 
any sect may be. They could be on the right track to Heaven." 


Harry Truman hid his spiritual feelings. When I asked if he had a favorite prayer, 


he wrote: "I say this one every day": 
* 


Oh, Almighty and Everlasting God, creator of 
Heaven, Earth and the Universe — 
Help me to be, to think to a T what is right; 
Make me truthful, honest and honorable in all 
things; make me intellectually honest for the 
sake of right and honor and without thought 
of reward to me. 
Give me the ability to be charitable, forgiving 
and patient with my fellow men - help me to understand 


their motives and shortcomings - even as 
Thou underetandeth mine! Amen, amen, amen. 
Some of the most spiritually satisfying prayers were neither written nor uttered by 


presidents. Around the year 1122 BC, an unknown Chinese composed a prayer to God 
(Ti) which spread through the provinces: 


Thou, oh Ti, didst open the way for the forces 
of matter to operate; 
Thou, oh Spirit, didst produce the beautiful 
light of the sun and the moon, that all thy 
creatures might be happy. 
Thou hast vouchsafed to hear us, oh Ti, for 
Thou regardest us as Thy children. 
I, Thy child, dull and ignorant, can poorly 
express my feelings. 
" 


Honorable is Thy great name! 
Lincoln composed something akin to a prayer when he wrote to Mrs. Bixby who ' 


lost five sons in the Civil War: 
' 


"I pray that our Heavenly Father may assuage the anguish of your bereavement ' 


and leave you only the cherished memory of the loved and lost, and the solemn pride 
that must be yours to have laid so costly a sacrifice upon the altar of freedom." 


My personal morning prayer is a bit hurried! 
Dear God, please bless everybody in the world spiritually, mentally and physically 


and please keep us free of all evil and all danger. Bless us in our every breath for " 
we need You in every breath of every minute of every day. Thy will be done always 
- 


And yet, the simplest appear to be the most fervent. Great Britain's Lord Antimi • "

Ulster's Smiling Rock 


The' predicament that Ulster County's 


recently acquired rock finds itself in is 
indeed a gripping, heart-rending one. I am 
appalled, even somewhat ashamed, that the 
"Freeman investigators have been unable to 
locate any close relatives" (Daily Freeman, 
Monday, July 12). 


Anyone who has any feelings at all for 


rocks can see at a glance that this stalwart 
hunk of garanite has a certain smile. Yes 
indeed, that rock is smiling. Of course, when 
it comes to rocks, if you have a few of them 
in your own head, perceiving a rock's smile 
is much easier than if you don't. I number 
myself among these gifted few and am 
therefore qualified to discuss this predica- 
ment.

Is the linen 
so soiled that, through guilt, we give this 
symbol of strength its due recognition while 
refusing to admit its origins? Well, it's a 
proud rock, as any cold chiseler can plainly 
see. It can stand the gaff. 


Or is this a case of undisclosed nepotism9 


Was this rock chosen from all the other 
chunks of Gardiner granite, many of whom 
no doubt smile just as firmly, simply be- 
cause 
it's 
some 
high-placed official's 


nephew? (Or worse?) If this is the case, 
perhaps it should be put on the staff of one 
of the county's agencies, instead of being 
accorded the rank of timeless standard- 
bearer. 


But no. After years of examining the rocks 


in my head, I can see that this specimen is 
a champ. No mere nepotism is the reason it 
was chosen. It stands proudly erect, its 
rough-chiseled features facing the worst the 
elements can deliver. It has survived hurled 
bottles, cigarettes snuffed out on its face, 
perhaps even a hail of .22 bullets 


I suspect it may have been the inspiration 


for the man who penned the phrase "old 
stone face " Or for that anonymous poet of 
the '50's who named everybody Rocky. Just 
where did the saying "he's a rock of a man" 
come from'7 How do we know this self- 
effacing stone, this soon-to-be symbol of our 
greatness, wasn't the true author of "Rock 
Around the Clock"? 


How about "leave no stone unturned"? 


Stony Clove? Stony Run Apartments? 


There are the detractors, of course who 


misuse language to slur these survivors of 
flood, frost, drought, and even the great 
glacier itself. They say things like, "I'm 
feeling a little rocky today," when all they 
mean is they're hung over. It's clearly an 
ethnic insult I, for one, am convinced 
they're just suffering from granite-envy 


They call a little wooden facsimile of a 


great animal a "rocking horse." They refer 
to bigots as "rock headed," I'd like to get 
ahold of the person who coined the term 


"gall stones." And who could be so low as 
to characterize a creature staggering about 
and bumping into things as "stoned"? 


They refer to a deafening music that flays 


your viscera as " rock." But I have never 
known a sadistic rock, and I defy anyone to 
show me one. Since we're on the subject of 
music, it's just not true that "bluestone" is 
a sad rock. And "Old Rocking Chair's Got 
Me" was a weighty piece. 


Whose nephew is this? 


Those who know the majesty of stone have 


added immeasurably to our language. The 
man who said, "He's lost his marbles" saw 
that there swas something elemental miss- 
ing. A diamond is known as "rock" to the 
light-fingered connoisseurs, and, all granite- 
envy aside, it's a girl's best friend 


Rockland County would be 
nameless 


without the recognition we've accorded its 
namesake. Gladstone, the great jurist, might 
have been a jewel thief. Rodin, the sculptor, 
would be morosely stacking pebbles and 
thinking. If it weren't for Gibraltar, nobody 
today would have "a piece of the rock." 
Where would Hollywood be without Rock 
Hudson and Flint? Without rocks in the herd 
there would be no American Rock Club nor 
editors to invent it 


Unfortunately, it's names like Breakstone 


that gall you But to offset them there are 
headstones, capstones, 
cornerstones, 


stoneware, Stonehenge, fieldstone fireplaces, 
and the patriotic flagstone There is the 
Blarney Stone, kissed by thousands, a sym- 
bol of Irish amorousness. 


Well, examples abound. But let's come 


back to our own rock, our own granite 
standard-bearer. It needs a name. We can- 
not let it remain an abandoned orphan, 
"squatting at the county's quarry," as that 
slab-sided Freeman writer so flintily de- 
scribed it.

An early Reagan victory in 


an important credentials 
challenge against a Ford dele- 
gation could prove to be such 
a psychological boost as to put 
him over the top. The 
President's advisers, aware of 
the potential danger, have said 
they prefer not to initiate any 
challenges but are prepared to 
file against certain Reagan 
states in retaliation for any 
Reagan challenges against 
their states. 


The President controls the 


Republican National Commit- 
tee, and his supporters hold all 
the key positions in the official 
convention machinery. Re- 
agan has been unable to do 
anything about that but 
squawk. 


That does not mean, how- 


ever, that Ford can control the 
key convention committees for 
credentials, rules and plat- 
form. The Republicans have 
established such an intricate 
internal convention structure 
that there is a perfectly good 
chance Reagan can snatch the 
ball away from Ford 


Each state, regardless of its 


size, is allowed to send two 
delegates to sit on each of the 
three major committees. And 
the candidate who won the 
state selects both delegates, 
regardless of how close his op- 
ponent might have come. 
None of that one-man, one- 
vote stuff for the Republicans. 


Ford will nominally control a 


handful of votes more than 


President if a question is pre- 
sented properly by Reagan. 


In addition to credentials, 


Reagan supporters may be 
able to win significant vic- 
tories in the platform commit- 
tee. No important battles are 
expected in the rules commit- 
tee. 


In a delicately balanced con- 


vention, such Reagan victories 
just before the balloting could 
produce last-minute switches 
or favorable decisions by un- 
committed delegates 
It 


worked that way in the 1952 
GOP convention, after Dwight 
Eisenhower's forces won a sig- 
nificant rules change in de- 
fiance of Sen. Robert Taft's 
supposed control of the con- 
vention 


Not that the Reagan troops 


are leaving everything up to 
Reagan on the committees un- 
der this system. But, in fact, 
many of the Ford delegates are 
sympathetic to Reagan on a 
number of ideological issues 
and might not stick with the 


last-minute convention dra- 
matics. Several Republican 
Senators report that Reagan's 
agents are systematically visit- 
ing the home of every uncom- 
mitted delegate. Their pitch is 
a warning that Ford cannot be 
elected because the Democrats 
will link him fatally to Richard 
Nixon by running against the 
Nixon-Agnew-Ford Adminis- 
tration. They ask the delegates 
if they really think the country 
wants to be stuck with the 
man who was Nixon's chosen 
replacement and who in turn 
gave Nixon a pardon 


Ford, meanwhile, is calling 


uncommitted delegates and 
inviting them to the White 
House, trying to capitalize on 
the traditional awe of his of- 
fice. 


Only a few informed politi- 


cians are thus far paying much 
attention to these pre- 
liminaries. But when the con- 
vention opens in August, the 
best cards will be held by the 
candidate who is doing the 
best work right now.

should not now commence the 
final act of that drama by 
further demeaning^ (law en- 
forcement officers)," Mahoney 
said.

AND SURVIVAL ' 


By J. SOLTANOFF, D.C. 


The Arithmetic 
Of Weight Loss 


The constant degrading of overweight people is useless 


and cruel, and often plays into the hands of the quick-buck 
artists who sell useless reducing aids and reducing plans. 
This was the theme of an article by George V. Mann M.D. 
in a recent issue of the American Journal of Public Health. 


"Nearly every form of cancer has a higher cure rate than 


does obesity, " says Dr. Mann. "We weep and sympathize 
over cancer and its inevitability and yet we scold and abuse 
those with obesity " He further adds, "This fussing drives 
many overweight people into the hands of quacks and 
frauds " 


Officials of the American Medical Association sa> that 


reducing fads cost the American public more than S150 
million dollars a year and U S Post Office Department 
investigators allege that all medical quackery costs the 
nation far more than all crime combined 


The solution is, not in drugs or gadgetry which are often 


expensive and dangerous. It is m avoiding underactivity 
and overeating. Writes Dr Mann, "overeating in our 
abundant culture requires neither courage, skill, learning 
nor guile. Gluttonv demands less energ> than lust, less 
effort than avarice We rarely see anyone overweight in 
cultures where physical work is necessary. Our most 
effective treatment, whether preventative or curative, is 
ph>sical activity " 


The role of the professional is to explain these realities 


to concerned people. 


Dr Mann further states- "Both physician and educator 


have a moral obligation not to increase their subjects' 
health hazards by driving them to faddists or to drink or 
to mental anguish. It makes no more sense to operate on 
a patient and create an ideal bypass for the treatment of 
obesitv than to treat a cigarette or cigar smoker by cutting 
off his hands." 


"The arithmetic of reducing is quite simple, if there are 


no glandular problems or some other phjbical ailment The 
important need is for reduced caloric intake and for regular 
vigorous exercise " 


There is also substantial evidence that there is one more 


fact or that plays an important role in the development of 
ubesiH Recently at the annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Adv aiuement of Science, John Garcia, 
PH D , of the Department of Psychology at the State 
Um\ersit> of New York, presented a paper which suggested 
that obesity ma> be a deficiency disease. 


He referred to recent experiments b> Dr Paul Ro/m of 


the University of Pennsylvania in which a group of rats were 
fed diets, deficient in the B utamin Thiamm (Vit Bl) Dr 
Garcia wrote "When sjmptoms of thiamme deficiency 
become evident, the rat will change its eating pattern It 
will give up its current diet and explore new food sources 
When placed in an experimental cafeteria containing a 
variety of flavored foods, one of which contains thiamme, 
the rat will instinctively start testing; it will eat small meals 
ol one new tood at a time and space its meals several hours 
apart In this way it soon locates and then concentrates on 
the food containing thiamme." 


TheorelualK, we humans also have an instinctive aware 


ness that diets are deficient in one or more needed 
nutrients Perhaps the appetite regulator — the appestat 
in our brain — is the site where the deficiency is recognized 


An individual suffering subchmcal deficiency of a 


nutrient, instinctively reacts as Dr Rozm's rats did — he 
or she eats and eats, in an attempt to fill nutritional needs 
Unfortunately what happens then is that over many years 
of gluttonous eating they gradually lose the abihtj to 
recognize which foods should fill their needs Instead of 
receiving thiamme from brown nee, buckwheat groats 
(kasha), raw \shea t germ, rite polish or calves liver, they 
stuff themseh es wit h all sorts of junk foods, TV snacks, ice 
cream, chocolate laver cake, etc , and the result is obesity 
plus continuing deficiency 


Researchers in the field of obesity say that some people, 


by simply switching their diets to nutritionally well- 
balanced meals instead of junk food — without any effort 
to cut calories — have suddenly lost their craving for 
excessiv e eating and found themselves losing weight. These 
researchers think that weight control requires a three 
pronged attack I) redirection of caloric intake, 2) reason 
abl> vigorous exercise geared to individual capacity, and 
3) a highlv nutritional diet You might start by checking 
with sour family physician

dards of pre-determined 
levels. Families must file ap- 
plications for eligibility in the 
program. 


School administrators are 


given some latitude in eval- 
uating the income reports and 
make take into consideration 
unusually high medical ex- 
penses, shelter costs that ex- 
ceed 30 per cent of the family's 
income, special education ex- 
penses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child or 
disaster or casualty losses.

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Ancient Trees Found 


Shawangunk Ridge 


NEW PALTZ-Tree ring 


research sponsored in part by 
the Mohonk Trust has led to 
the discovery of trees nearly 
400 years old growing on the 
Shawangunk Mountain ridge 


This was a "chance dis 


covery" made by Ed Cook, a 
graduate student at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona, who while 
hiking, noticed that some of 
thetrees m the area looked 
very much like the ancient 
trfes being studied in the 
Southwest 


Gook spent the summer of 


lS?4 in the Shawangunks 
gathering research data for 
this MA thesis His work, 
w&ich was sponsored by both 
th> Explorer's Club of New 
York and the Mobonk Trust, 
was the first done on trees in 
the area since before th turn of 
the century 


Contrary to popular belief, 


the largest trees are not the 
oldest For a long time it was 
believed that the Redwoods 
and Sequoias of California 
were the oldest living things on 
e^rth It was later discovered 
that the oldest trees were in 
fact the thin, dwarfed and 
ptprled ones s>o long over- 


looked by researchers 


These unlikely specimens 


which populate the rocky sum- 
mits of mountains survive 
longer than their larger and 
healthier-looking counterparts 
because they have no competi- 
tion for soil, minerals or water 
Most frequently, they occupy 
the only pocket of usable soil 
in the near vicinity 


Tree-ring research to de- 


termine the age of a specimen 
requires a great deal of pa- 
tience 
Each of the rings 


marked on the sample (taken 
out of the live tree by means 
of an increment borer) repre 
sents a year of growth A re 
searcher extracts a pencil- 
sized specimen, sands it down 
with sandpaper, and counts 
the rings under a microspcope 


The process is far more dif 


ficult than it sounds, however 
Researchers encounter many 
problems including the pres 
ence of combined rings, which 
are difficult to read, and false 
rings, where a tree may show 
two rings for one years This 
occurs when the tree ex- 
periences two good seasons in 
a row, and shows double 
growth 


The research that Ed Cook 


and others have done provides 
useful information for those 
studying 
anthropology, 


chmateology, and dendro 
hydrology (the study of water 
resources in an area) The 
trees which grow on rocky and 
seemingly unproductive soil 
are more sensitive than the 
larger and younger trees grow 
ing in rich soil 


In the Southwest, research 


on ancient trees has provided 
information about the mys- 
terious disappearance of the 
Pueblo Indians between 1100 
and 1150 A D 


Unfortunately, most of the 


trees in the Northeast show 
"complacent 
growth rings," 


meaning that the trees ex 
penenced fairly stable growing 
conditions Extensive research 
has not been done in th area 
because 
the 
potential 
for 


learning is not very great — 
the Northeast does not suffer 
the extremes of climate which 
would cause trees to show vari- 
able rings 


As Bradley Snyder of 


Mohonk Trust said, "I guess 
we're just too average to be 
very interesting " 


One of the trees in the Shawangunk Mountains dis- 
covered by Ed Cook to be several hundred years old 
Though the tree scarcely seems to be thriving in its rocky 
home, it may well have celebrated its Bicentennial over 
200 years ago

They Can't Pin Down Reason, 
But National League Keeps Winning 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - Pete Rose 


believes the National and American 
League all-stars are equal for starters but 
the equality ends around the fifth inning. 


"I think we have far more depth," the 


Cincinnati Reds third baseman said after 
helping the National League to a 7-1 win 
Tuesday night before 63,974 fans, includ- 
ing President Ford, for its 13th victory in 
the last 14 All-Star games. 


"When you put the substitutes in, we're 


in better shape," said Rose, who picked 
up two hits and scored the game's first 
run. "It seems like when we put our 
second team in, we didn't lose anything." 


Cincinatti Manager Sparky Anderson, 


who piloted the National stars, doesn't 
quite agree. 


"I think the players are about equal," 


Anderson said. "I don't think you could 
find any all-star player that couldn't play 
in either league." 


"I can't tell you the answer simply 


because I don't know the answer," said 
American League Manager Darrell 
Johson when asked why the National 
League keeps winning. 


"You can call it what you want," said 


the Detroit Tigers' Rusty Staub. "They 


(the National League) have done the job 
out there. They won the game." 


A large part of the reason for the 


National League victory Tuesday night 
was the Cincinnati contingent, even 
though the most of the crowd watching 
the game at the Phillies' Veteran Stadi- 
um didn't agree that all the Reds de- 
served to be there. 


Rose and catcher Johnny Bench were 


booed roundly by the fans who believed 
that the Phillies' Mike Schmidt should 
have started at third and Bob Boone at 
catcher. 


"The boos didn't bother me," Rose 


said. "I expected it. I thought I deserved 
to be here." 


"We (Cincinnati) brought seven 


players," Anderson said, "and I think we 
showed that we deserved to bring seven." 


Rose sparked a two-run, first-inning 


rally by leading off with a line single off 
flamboyant Mark Fidrych, the Detroit 
Tigers' rookie tagged with the loss. Rose 
came home on Steve Garvey's triple and 
Garvey scored one out later on a ground 
out by the Reds' George Foster. 


Foster padded the margin in the third 


inning by belting a towering, two-run 


homer off Catfish Hunter, following a 
single by teammate Joe Morgan. 


"The main thing I was trying to do was 


get aggressive at the plate," said Foster, 
the game's most valuable player. "The 
last week or so, I haven't been aggressive. 
I haven't been able to keep my concentra- 
tion." 


"To be honest," Anderson said, "I hit 


him (Foster) fourth, because I felt the boy 
deserved the recognition." 


It wasn't all a Cincinnati show, how- 


ever. 


Starter Randy Jones, who picked up the 


win, shut out the American Leaguers for 
three innings. The San Diego Padres' 
slowballing southpaw yielded only a lead- 
off single to Ron LeFlore and a walk to 
George Brett in the first. 


"Yen, I was really tense," said Jones, 


who leads the majors in wins with 16. 
"Really nervous when I first went out 
there." 


He said, however, that after the walk to 


Brett he settled down. 


"I smoothed out my delivery and 


pitched my game after that walk. I had 
a great sinker tonight." 


The American Leaguers didn't get on 


the board until the Boston Red Sox' Fred 
Lynn hammered a Tom Seaver pitch over 
the right field wall in the fourth for the 
team's only run of the game. 


"Seaver got behind and I was looking 


for something hard in," Lynn said. "He 
threw it where I was looking." 


The National League put the game out 


of reach with three runs in the eighth, 
highlighted by Cesar Cedeno's two-run 
homer off Frank Tanana. 


"The guys on the bench were saying: 


'Here comes a fast ball,'" the Houston 
Astros' fleet centerfielder said. "I said to 
myself: 'Here comes some gas' and I'm 
going deep." 


The National Leaguers got three hits off 


Tanana in his two innings of work and 
seven more hits off three other pitchers. 


The American League stars picked up 


only five hits. 


George Brett, one of the junior circuit's 


best hitters, didn't think the game proved 
. much, however. 


"I think there would be more interest 


after the World Series to play the best- 
of-five," he said, "The best all-around 
players competing. 


"I have so much pride. I hate to go out 


and be shown up."

imum of two per inning. 


"You 
go out as many times as you 


want,"Sparky told Johnson. "They don't 
like me here and all I'll get is boos." 


And that is all Anderson and the rest 


of the dreaded Reds got in the home of 
the Phillies. 


Early arrivals were treated to the 


tape measure home run contest of the 
year as the Metg' Dave Kingman and 
the Phillies' Greg Luziiuki slammed 
what Veterans Stadium observers 
called some of the longest balls ever hit 
here during batting practice. 


Luzinski's blast halfway up the sec- 


ond deck in left center field was the 
clear winner. 


President Ford's appearance further 


complicated the already complex all-star 
preparations with the arrival of scores of 
White House press people as well as the 
ever-present large group of Secret Service 
men. 


One Philadelphia policeman said an 


extra 1,000 members of his force were on 
duty in the stadium. 


Spokesmen for the President insisted 


his appearance here was not designed to 
upstage the Democrats, whose convention 
was being covered by two of the three 
networks. 


Anyway, said one of his aides, "there's 


more interest in the outcome here than in 
Madison Square Garden (site of the con- 
vention)." 


Ford met with both teams in the 


clubhouses 
before 
the game. Ap- 


proaching Joe Morgan he noted, 
"You're having a good year. I wish I 
had the polls going like that." 


Mark Fidrych asked the President 


where his son was...he wanted to talk 
to him about Chris Evert. 


CBS broadcaster Brent Mussburger 


was talking about that endless Super 
Bowl pre-game show he hosted in Janu- 
ary. 


"You know we had to change the script 


for that thing because of Joe Namath. He 
was supposed to fly with us in a helicopter 


but the morning of the show he said, 'I'm 
not flying in any bleep helicopter. It's too 
bleepin' windy.'" 


They say the networks must write 


those banners they're always showing 
on the air, but ABC couldn't have been 
responsible for the one that said "Hi 
ABC, Bum Bob, Were Wolf, Clown 
Prince." 


The guy they called Clown Prince 


wasn't all that pleased about the re- 
views he's been receiving this season. 


"Bleepin bad writeups, that's all I 


get," he moaned. 


Pete Rose was asked if he was one of 


those who called manager Sparky An- 
derson "Captain Hook" last year because 
of the frequency with which the manager 
yanked starting pitchers. 


"Hell no," Rose bellowed. "The man 


was smart enough to know he had four 
good men in the bullpen and he used 
them." 


Catfish Hunter wasn't the only million- 


aire pitcher on the field. Martin Stone, 
board chairman of Monogram Industries 
($188 million annual sales), pitched bat- 
ting practice for the American League. 
The 48-year-old businessman is the Red 
Sox regular practice hurler. He's also 
done it for the Dodgers and Braves.

Hank Aaron Disagrees 
With 'Memorable Moment' 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — Oddly enough, the most'mememorable moment in 


baseball history—Hank Aaron's 715th home run—isn't even the most memorable 
moment in 42-year-old slugger's career. 


''Hitting No. 715 was a great moment for me, but I was glad when it was over 


and the press could focus their attention on somebody else," Aaron said Tuesday 
when he was honored at the baseball All-Star game. "I would say the home run 
I hit to clinch the 1957 pennant for the Milwaukee Braves was my most exciting 
moment." 


The overall balloting among a nationwide vote of the media for moat memorable 


moment was close. Aaron's homer received 485 votes, while Bobby Thomson's 
"shot heard 'round the world," which won the 1951 playoffs for the New York 
Giants, was named on 419 ballots. Don Larsen's perfect game in the 1956 World 
Series for the New York Yankees was third with 313 votes. 


Babe Ruth, whsse herculean home run feats made his name synonymous with 


baseball, was named the game's most memorable personality, easily outdistanc- 
ing Casey Stengel. 


Ruth received 1,176 votes from the 2,391 persons who participated in the voting, 


with Stengel, the colorful ex-manager, finishing a distant second with 370 votes. 
Dizzy Dean, the eccentric pitcher for the St. Louis Cardinals during the 1930s, 
was third with 175 votes, followed by former star centerfielder Willie Mays with 
68 and ex-Boston Red Sox slugger Ted Williams with 65. 


Ruth's "called shot" home run in the 1932 World series against the Chicago 


Cubs was fourth among the most memorable moments while Joe DiMaggio's 56- 
gamc hitting streak in 1941 was fifth. 


Last month DiMaggio's hitting streak was named most memorable moment in 


American League history, Aaron's home run the most memorable in National 
League history, and Larsen's perfect game the most memorable in World Series 
and All-Star competition. 


Ruth's 714 career homers was a record baseball historians thought would never 


be broken, but Aaron topped the mark by hitting his 715th off Los Angeles pitcher 
Al Downing at Atlanta Stadium on April 8, 1974. Aaron, who'is still active an 
a player with the Milwaukee Brewers, now has 754 homers, including nine this 
season.

As I drove north on the New York State Thruway on the 


final leg of my journey to my new job at the Freeman, I 
noticed something unique. To the west were rising green 
hunks of land, lined up next to one another at different 
heights. 


They were difficult to see at a distance, but as I got past 


exits 16 and 17 and closer to New Paltz and Kingston, they 
became clearer and more beautiful. With the sun shimmer- 
ing off them , they looked like bright green curtains. What 
WERE those things? 


They were scenic and majestic...they took my eyes off 


the road. They were, er, urn, I'll think of it in a moment 
-MOUNTAINS! Yes, mountains and hills and forests 
and scenery and landscape with character and over 400 
years of precious American history. Now I remember. 


Oh, how I had missed them. You may live here year-round 


and take what surrounds you for granted. But from March, 
1974 until last month, I was on the sports staff of the Sun- 
Tattler in Hollywood, Fla., and after constant exposure to 
an excrutiatingly boring landscape, sand, car-crushed land 
crabs, high humidity that made the heat unbearable, and 
Southern-style ignorance, I came back to the beautiful, 
folksy, friendly Mid-Hudson area. 


Don't get me wrong—there was plenty I enjoyed about 


Florida, most of it coming under the category of weather. 
While you froze your fannies off in winter, I would peel 
down to my running shorts and play paddleball or loll 
on the Hollywood Beach. While you woke up to another 
in a continuing series of cold, ggray, dreary overcast 
mornings, I would gratefully greet the new day because 
it was bright and shiny with sunlight and surf. 


Well, neighbor, I hope you'll lend me your snow shovel in 


December. I hope you'll have soup and hot chocolate ready 
for me when I come to cover your football g"me. When I 
worked as a stringer for the Freeman during the 1972 and 
1973 high school grid seasons, I remember the days when 
my hands nearly froze from the cold and rain, preventing 
me from taking crucial notes. 


Why did I come back? Many of my friends here have 


asked me that. Why did I leave that great weather, that 
beach, that job that gave me an opportunity to cover the 
Miami Dolphins, University of Miami football, the 
Miami Toros of the North American Soccer League, 
spring training with the Yankees in Ft. Lauderdale and 
the Orioles in Miami,the parimutuels (jai alai, 
greyhounds, thoroughbreds, harness racing, the quar- 
ters) and plenty of high school, college, pro, amateur and 
recreational athletics. 


Since "you asked, I'll tell you. 
South Florida is overdeveloped and overcrowded...an 


asphalt jungle. It's tragic what greedy developers and 
shortsighted politicians have done to that state. With people 
moving in and out all the time, there's little sense of roots, 
of community, of caring. And it was time to move on. I 
appreciated the priceless journalistic experience I gleaned 
in my two years and three months, but the pay was poor 
and advancement impossible. Also, I'm 25 and single, and 
that gave me freedom to kiss intolerable situation goodbye. 


After three weeks back in the Mid-Hudson area, I 


haven't regretted the move. I had actually forgotten how 
beautiful the Catskill and Shawangunk mountains were, 
how stunning the valley looks from the top of the 
mountain, how impressive places such as Lake Mohonk 
are. 


And I've run into plenty of old friends. I graduated from 


New Paltz College in 1972 with a liberal arts degree in 
speech. I also was Sports Information Director for a year, 
sports editor of the student newspaper for a year, announcer 
for plenty of varsity contests, and a veteran of a totally 
undistinguished athletic career—one year with the junior 
varsity soccer team and one year of freshman wrestling. 


The highlight of my soccer career was one game when 


a wise opponent stepped on the back of my soccer shoe, 
causingiU removal, and I flipped the shoe about 50 yards 
into the air in anger and frustration. Then there was the 
time in my wrestling career when the then-varsity coach 
Joe Owens literally threw in the towel while one of 
Orange Community College's studs, a defending national 
champ, was beating me 20-6. Owens ended the match 
early, I jumped up and yelled, "What did you end the 
match for?" He pointed to the Scoreboard, and I shut up. 


It's been good to run into Owens, Art Stockin, Doug 


Sheppard, Joe Donovan, Bob Durkin and Yvonne Allenson 
in the short time I've been back, and I expect I'll be meeting 
up with all the coaches soon enough. 


The assignments I enjoy the most are the ones where the 


competitors are enjoying themselves and keeping the event 
in perspective. Covering the Dolphins or Super Bowl X may 
have lent me temporary prestige, but I happened to be in 
the right place at the right time. I know some sports writers 
who will attempt to transfer the importance of the event to 
their own status. I have no use for them. 


Give me the Mid-Hudson Soccer League or, Ulster 


County Athletic League, or Hudson Valley Rookie league 
any time. Those people know how to smile and how to 
shake hands when the contest is over. 


John (Mickey) Million, Rondout Valley High School's 


jack-of-all-trades in athletics, should remember me. One 
season I covered his football team four straight Saturdays. 
The Ganders won two and tied two in that stretch, and 
Million thought I was his good luck charm. Wrong. His 
players were just plain good. 


Give me New Paltz College and Ulster County Com- 


munity College athletics, too. The latter consistently 
produces outstanding teams in soccer and basketball. 
The former keeps overcoming a brutal budget crunch and 
keeps the program rolling under adverse conditions, even 
producing an All-America once in a while in soccer or 
swimming. 


They're not competing for the prospect of a pro contract 


at Ole Hawk Tech. If a kid plays a varsity sport at my alma 
mater, he's got to love it. He's not paid under the table, he 
doesn't get a car to drive around, he doesn't get a 
scholarship. Sport for the sake of sport. More power to 'em.

Conflicting Reports on Taiwan's Intentions 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Ath- 


letes from the Republic of Chi- 
na, used as pawns in a political 
chess match that for a brief 
time threatened the mammoth 
gathering of the world's sport- 
ing nations, will apparently 
compete in the Olympics after 
all. 


But if they will do, they will 


take part as an anonymous 
group —representatives of a 
country with no name. 


Following three days of ac- 


tive negotiating by United 
States Olympic Committee 
President Phil Krumm, the" 
Taiwanese were expected to 
announce today they would 
march in Saturday's opening 
ceremonies behind an Olym- 
pic flag and use the Olympic 
anthem should any of its 42 
competitors win a gold medal. 


Indications of a change in 


Taiwan's policy came Monday 
night in a news conference 
featuring International Olym- 
pic Committee President Lord 
Killanin. 


"The Canadians have agreed 


to allow a Taiwanese delega- 
tion to march behind an Olym- 


pic flag and use the Olympic 
anthem," said Killanin after 
the first day of the 78th session 
of the annual IOC Congress. 
"The Taiwan Chinese are now 
considering this. 


"The door we thought had 


been slammed shut has been 
reopened." 


Canadian officials had re- 


fused to allow Taiwanese ath- 
letes compete under the name 
of "Republic of China," be- 
cause of its diplomatic ties to 
Peking and the IOC surren- 
dered to that stand last Sun- 
day. 


"Hopefully we can now re- 


solve this dispute so the ath- 
letes, all of whom have trained 
so hard, can compete in the 
games," said Krumm, a close 
friend of the Taiwanese IOC 
member — Henry Hsu. 


(However, Niu Ping-yih, 


secretary general of the Na- 
tionalist Chinese Olympic 
Committee, said today in the 
Taiwan capital of Taipei 
that its athletes would 
withdraw from the Montreal 
Games rather than accept an 
"insulting" International 


Olympic Committee proposal 
to compete without a name. 


("There is no way we 


would accept it," Niu said. 
"It is an insult, not a com- 
promise." 


(Niu 
said a formal 


statement of withdrawal will 
be issued only after v con- 
firmation from the Taiwan 
delegation in Montreal.) 


Prime Minister Pierre 


Trudeau said he hoped the 
Taiwanese would concede to 
take part. 


"We'd love the Taiwanese to 


come," Trudeau said in Hali- 
fax, N.S., where he had gone 
to greet Queen Elizabeth on 
her arrival in the country. "I'm 
sure they'll be heartily wel- 
comed. I'd wholeheartedly 
want to see them. 


"We 
are 
not 
excluding 


Taiwan on the grounds of race, 
national origin or anything like 
that. But this particular team 
should not masquerade as a 
team from China." 


Another political con- 


troversy, the possible mass 
withdrawal of African coun- 
tries from the Games, still had 


yet to run its course. Vauge, 
unorganized threats have 
made by several African na- 
tions to go home because New 
Zealand is competing. New 
Zealand is the target of black 
Africa's wrath because it re- 
cently sent a rugby team on a 
tour of South Africa.

MONTREAL (UPI) — The Russians are buying disco 


records and denim pants, Iranians are buying pocket cameras, 
and everyone is buying postcards in shops near the bustling 
Olympic Village. 


Shopkeepers in the International Center adjacent to the 


dorms reported that many of the athletes were "just looking" 
in the early part of the week, determining what is available for 
later purchase. 


But postcards, illustrated with pictures of the Olympic 


facilities in Montreal or simply bearing the official Olympic 
symbol, were selling by the thousands. 


"They come in and buy 100," a harassed clerk at a card and 


novelty shop said. "Then they come in the next day and buy 
100 more." 


A record store was doing a heavy business in disco records, 


"especially the Russians, Bulgarians, and African athletes," a 
woman at the counter said. Hot sellers were albums by Donna 
Summers and The Ritchie Family, a Canadian group. 


Tee shirts were selling fast and it apppeared unlikely that 


any athlete will leave Montreal without at least one tee shirt 


somehow proclaiming his or her participation in the XXI 
Olympiad. 


Employes of a shop that sells stylish denim suits and slacks 


said a large part of their sales had been to athletes from the 
Soviet Union and eastern European countires. 


Inexpensive cameras were moving well, a photo supply shop 


reported, as the mingling athletes hurried in to get pictures of 
new-found friends on other teams. 


"We've found that if one person from one country buys 


something, it is almost guaranteed that later a lot of his friends 
will come in to buy the same thing," the manager said. The 
previous day he sold a pocket camera, valued in the S50 range, 
to a member of the Iranian team and a short time later three 
other Iranians came in to buy the same model. 


European athletes were intrigued by a store dealing in Indian 


and Eskimo handicraft items. Many of the men bought little 
Eskimo dolls—apparently for girl friends—and three of the 
shop's four tomahawks were sold in a short period of time 
Tuesday morning. French girls bought Eskimo parkas and 
Indian necklaces and jewelry were hot items with athletes of 
all nationalities.

The four-hour farewell ride

decommissioned and relegated 
to spare-part status. 


She was accompanied at a 


respectful distance by the new 
sister ship that will replace, 
her. Dwarfed by towering 
thunderclouds, 
they looked 


like a pair of plump jellybeans 
bowing.and curtsying as the 
pilots alternately raised and 
lowered their noses.

Supreme Court Has Made 
White Collar Crime Harder 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


White collar criminals will be 
a little easier to catch under 
Supreme Court rulings handed 
down in the just completed 
term 


The justices provided new 


tools for prosecutors tracking 
down white collar crime by 
allowing them to seize person- 
al business records and bank 
accounts for use as evidence. 


In addition, an accountant's 


records can be obtained and, 
in many instances, so may 
records left with a lawyer. 


The court ruled in the bank 


records case that a depositor 
has no "legitimate expectation 
of privacy" once he uses a 
third party — the bank — in 
his transactions. 


Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr 


said "the depositor takes the 
risk" and police, the Internal 
Revenue Service, the FBI and 
other law enforcers can sub- 
poena bank records. Under a 
federal law upheld by the high 
court two years ago, banks are 
required to keep microfilmed 
records of major transactions 
— again making white collar 
crime a little easier to dis- 
cover.

Pensions for Wives Proposed

Widows generally have had to 
pay a degrading price for living 
longer than their husbands 
and a Delaware senator wanU 
to do something about it. 


The degradation of widows 


reached 
a nadir in over- 


populated India where, until 
the British reign put a stop to 
it, some Hindu sects expected 
a wife to immolate herself on 
her husband's funeral pyre. 


In America, says Sen. Wil- 


liam Roth, R-Del., we just let 
many widows go hungry. 


Only two per cent of the 


corporate and union pension 
plans now in effect auto- 
matically pay benefits to the 
spouse if the pensioner dies, 
although many plans do have 
an 
optional 
feature under 


which, by accepting a lesser 
monthly pension while both 
still are. alive, a pensioner can 
allow his spouse to continue to 
draw benefits after his death. 


Roth succeeded in getting 


the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee to include in the current 
tax reform bill his Independ- 
ent Retirement 
Amendment 


for Spouses, which would sup- 
plement the 1974 Pension Re- 
form Act's creation of the Indi- 
vidual Retirement Account. 


Roth's bill would allow a 


husband who does not have an 
individual retirement account 
of his own to set aside 15 per 
cent of his earned income up to 
51,500 in tax deductible and 
deferred tax contributions to 
an independent retirement ac- 
count for his wife. (It would, in 
appropriate circumstances, al- 
low a woman to set up such a 
fund for her husband.) 


Roth didn't get all he 


wanted from the committee, 
however. If the husband also 
has an IRA, the bill in its 
present form limit* the addi- 
tional tax deductible contribu- 
tion to an independent retire- 
ment account for the wife so 
that the maximum for both is 
$2,000 a year. 


The wife could b«in draw- 


ing funds from her IRA at age 


59 V4 even if her husband still 
was living. The money could 
be taken out in a lump sum or 
periodically and the income 
then would be taxable. If any 
withdrawals occurred 
before 


age 59Vi, a stiff 10 per cent tax 
penalty would be imposed on 
the whole amount of the fund. 


Roth's bill is hailed as the 


most effective long-term step 
the nation could take to reduce 


the burden of poverty and the 
cost of welfare relief by J. 
Chandler Peterson of Atlanta, 
chairman of the International 
Association of Financial Plan- 
ners. 


"Two out of every three poor 


persons in the United States 
are females over 65," Peterson 
said. "The social security sur- 
vivor payments are not ade- 
quate to live on."

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) 


— Government veterinarians 
say 50 wild mustangs died on 
the Army's Dugway Proving 
Grounds after something — or 
someone — scared them from 
a watering hole in 120-degree 
desert heat. 


Investigators said they had 


not determined exactly what 
spooked the animals but that 
the most likely suspect was a 
doctor at the Dugway base. 


The doctor had taken his 


family to the watering hole in 
four-wheel drive vehicle on a 
July 3 outing and the noise 
might have scared the 


animals, the team said. 


The animals then became so 


thirsty that, when they finally 
did drink, they gorged them- 
selves and dropped dead, the 
veterinarians' said Tuesday. 


Laboratory tests "ruled out 


any viral or bacteriological dis- 
ease as the cause of the 
deaths" and "there was no 
evidence of chemical poison- 
ing," the doctors said.
